Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.
This Act may be cited as the “Improving Education
Results for Children With Disabilities Act of 2003,

“(c) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following:

“(1) Disability 1s a natural part of the human
experience and 1 no way diminishes the right of in-
dwiduals to participate in or contribute to society.
Improving educational results for children with dis-
abilities 1s an essential element of our national policy
of ensuring equality of opportunity, full participa-
tion, independent living, and economaic self-sufficiency
Jor indwviduals with disabilities.

“(2) Before the date of the enactment of the Edu-
cation for All Handicapped Children Act of 1975
(Public Law 94—-142), the special educational needs of
millions of children with disabilities were not being
Jully met and there were many children with disabil-
tties participating in reqular school programs whose
undiagnosed disabilities prevented them from having
a successful educational experience.

“(3) Since the enactment and implementation of
the Education for All Handicapped Children Act of
1975, this Act has been successful in ensuring chil-
dren with disabilities and the famailies of such chail-
dren access to a free appropriate public education
and n amproving educational results for children

with disabilities.
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“(4) Over 25 years of research and experience
has demonstrated that the education of children with
disabilities can be made more effective by—

“(A) having high expectations for such chil-
dren and ensuring their access to the general
education curriculum in the regular classroom to
the maxvmum extent possible in order—

“(1) to meet developmental goals and,
to the maximum extent possible, the chal-
lenging expectations that have been estab-
lished for all children; and

“(1) to be prepared to lead productive
and ndependent adult lwves, to the maax-
vmum extent possible;

“(B) strengthening the role and responsi-
Dility of parents and ensuring that famailies of
such children have meaningful opportunities to
participate in the education of their children at
school and at home;

“(C) coordinating this Act with other local,
State, and Federal school improvement efforts,
mcluding efforts under the Elementary and Sec-
ondary Education Act of 1965, in order to en-
sure that children with disabilities benefit from

such efforts and that special education can be-
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come a service for such children rather than a

place where they are sent;

“(D) supporting high-quality, intensive pro-
fessional development  for personnel who work
with children with disabilities;

“(E) providing incentives for scientifically
based reading programs and preveferral inter-
vention services to reduce the need to label chil-
dren as disabled in order to address their learn-
mg needs;

“(F) focusing resources on teaching and
learning while reducing paperwork and require-
ments that do not assist in 1mproving edu-
cational results; and

“(G) supporting the development and use of
technology, including assistive technology devices
and services, to maximize accessibility for chal-
dren with disabilities.

“(5) While States, local educational agencies,
and educational service agencies are primarily re-
sponsible for providing an education for all children
with disabilities, it 1s in the national interest that the
Federal Government has a supporting role in assist-

g State and local efforts to educate children with
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disabilities in order to improve results for such chil-
dren and to ensure equal protection of the law.

“(6) A more equitable allocation of resources is
essential for the Federal Government to meet its re-
sponsibility to provide an equal educational oppor-
tunity for all individuals.

“(7)(A) The Federal Government must respond
to the growing needs of an increasingly diverse soci-
ety.

“(B) America’s ethnic profile is rapidly chang-
mg. In the year 2000, nearly one of every three per-
sons in America was a member of a minority group
or was limited English proficient.

“(C) Minority children comprise an increasing
percentage of public school students.

“(D) With such changing demographics, recruit-
ment efforts for special education personnel should
Jocus on increasing the participation of minorities in
the teaching profession in order to provide appro-
priate role models with sufficient knowledge to ad-
dress the special education needs of these students.

“(8)(A) The lLimated English proficient popu-
lation 1s the fastest growing in our Nation, and the

growth 1s occurring in many parts of our Nation.
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“(B) Studies have documented apparent discrep-

ancies n the levels of referral and placement of lim-
ited English proficient children in special education.

“(C) This poses a special challenge for special
education i the referral, assessment, and provision of
services for our Nation’s students from non-English
language backgrounds.

“9)(A) Greater efforts are needed to prevent the
mtensification of problems connected with maslabeling
and high dropout rates among minority children with
dusabilities.

“(B) More manority children continue to be

served in special education than would be expected

Jrom the percentage of minority students in the gen-

eral school population.

“(C) African American children are overidenti-

fied as having mental retardation and emotional dis-

turbance at rates greater than thewr white counter-
parts.

“(D) In the 19958-99 school year, African Amer-
1can children represented just 14.8 percent of the pop-
wlation aged 6 through 21, but comprised 20.2 percent
of all children with disabilities.

“(E) Studies have found that schools with pre-

dominantly Caucasian students and teachers have

placed disproportionately high numbers of thewr mi-
nority students into special education.

“(10)(A) As the number of minority students in
special education increases, the nwmber of minority
teachers and related services personnel produced in
colleges and universities continues to decrease.

“(B) The opportunity for full participation by
manority indwiduals, organizations, and historically
Dlack colleges and universities in awards for grants
and contracts, boards of organizations receiving as-
sistance under this Act, peer review panels, and
training of professionals in the area of special edu-
cation 1s essential to obtain greater success in the edu-
cation of minority children with disabilities.

“(d) PURPOSES.—The purposes of this title are—

“(1)(A) to ensure that all children with disabil-
itres have available to them a free appropriate public
education that emphasizes special education and re-
lated services designed to meet their unique needs and
prepare them for further education, employment, and
mdependent living;

“(B) to ensure that the rights of children with
disabilities and parents of such children are protected;

and
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“(C) to assist States, localities, educational serv-
1ce agencies, and Federal agencies to provide for the
education of all children with disabilities;

“(2) to assist States in the implementation of a
statewide, comprehensive, coordinated, multidisci-
plinary, interagency system of early intervention
services for ifants and toddlers with disabilities and
thewr famailies;

“(3) to ensure that educators and parents have
the necessary tools to improve educational results for
children with disabilities by supporting system im-
provement activities; coordinated research and per-
sonnel preparation; coordinated technical assistance,
dissemination, and support; and technology develop-
ment and media services; and

“(4) to assess, and ensure the effectiveness of, ef-

Jorts to educate children with disabilities.

“SEC. 602. DEFINITIONS.

“Except as otherwise provided, as used in this Act:

“(1) ASSISTIVE TECHNOLOGY DEVICE.—The term
‘assistive technology device’ means any item, piece of
equipment, or product system, whether acquired com-
mercially off the shelf, modified, or customized, that
18 used to increase, maintain, or improve functional

capabilities of a child with a disability.
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“(2) ASSISTIVE TECHNOLOGY SERVICE.—The
term ‘assistive technology service’ means any service
that directly assists a child with a disability in the
selection, acquisition, or use of an assistive technology
device. Such term includes—

“(A) the evaluation of the needs of such
child, wmcluding a functional evaluation of the
child in the child’s customary environment;

“(B) purchasing, leasing, or otherwise pro-
viding for the acquisition of assistive technology
devices by such child;

“(C) selecting, designing, fitting, custom-
1zing, adapting, applying, maintaining, repair-
g, or replacing of assistive technology devices;

“(D) coordinating and using other thera-
pres, interventions, or services with assistive
technology devices, such as those associated with
existing education and rehabilitation plans and
Programs;

“(E) training or technical assistance for
such chald, or, where appropriate, the family of
such child; and

“(F) training or technical assistance for
professionals  (including individuals  providing

education and rehabilitation services), employ-

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ers, or other indwiduals who provide services to,
employ, or are otherwise substantially involved
m the major life functions of such child.
“(3) CHILD WITH A DISABILITY.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘child with a
disability’ means a child—

“(1) with mental retardation, hearing
impairments (including deafness), speech or
language 1mpairments, visual impairments
(including blindness), serious emotional dis-
turbance (hereinafter referrved to as ‘emo-
tional  disturbance’), orthopedic impair-
ments, autism, traumatic brain imjury,
other health vmpairments, or specific learn-
g disabilities; and

“(11) who, by reason thereof, needs spe-
cial education and related services.

“(B) CHILD AGED 3 THROUGH 9.—The term
‘chald with «a disability’ for a child aged 3
through 9 or any subset of that age range, in-
cluding ages 3 through 5, may, at the discretion
of the State and the local educational agency, in-
clude a child—

“(1) experiencing developmental delays,

as defined by the State and as measured by

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appropriate  diagnostic instruments and
procedures, in one or more of the following
areas: physical development, cognitive devel-
opment, communication development, social
or emotional development, or adaptive de-
velopment; and

“(11) who, by reason thereof, needs spe-

cral education and related services.

“(4) EDUCATIONAL SERVICE AGENCY.—The term

‘educational service agency’—

“(A) means a regional public multiservice

agency—

“(1) authorized by State law to de-
velop, manage, and provide services or pro-
grams to local educational agencies; and

“(11) recognized as an administrative
agency for purposes of the provision of spe-
cial education and related services provided
within  public elementary and secondary
schools of the State; and

“(B) includes any other public institution

or agency having administrative control and di-

rection over a public elementary or secondary

school.
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“(5) ELEMENTARY SCHOOL.—The term ‘elemen-
tary school’ means a nonprofit institutional day or
residential school that provides elementary education,
as determined under State law.

“(6) EQUIPMENT.—The term ‘equipment’ in-
cludes—

“(A)  machinery, utilities, and built-in
equipment and any necessary enclosures or
structures to house such machinery, utilities, or
equipment; and

“(B) all other items necessary for the func-
tioning of a particular facility as a facility for
the provision of educational services, including
items such as instructional equipment and nec-
essary furniture; printed, published, and audio-
msual instructional  materials;  telecommuni-
cations, sensory, and other technological auds
and devices; and books, periodicals, documents,
and other related materials.

“(7) EXCESS ©OSTS.—The term ‘excess costs’
means those costs that are in excess of the average an-
nual per-student expenditure in a local educational
agency during the preceding school year for an ele-

mentary or secondary school student, as may be ap-

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propriate, and which shall be computed after deduct-
mg—
“(A) amounts received—
“(1) under part B of this title;
“(11) under part A of title I of the Ele-
mentary and Secondary Education Act of
1965; and
“(111) under title III of that Act; and

programs that would qualify for assistance under
any of the provisions of law described in sub-

paragraph (A).

“(8) FREE APPROPRIATE PUBLIC EDUCATION.
The term ‘free appropriate public education’ means
special education and related services that—

“(A) have been provided at public expense,
under public supervision and direction, and
without charge;

“(B) meet the standards of the State edu-
cational agency;

“(C) wclude an appropriate preschool, ele-
mentary, or secondary school education in the

State involved; and

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“(D) are provided in conformity with the
mdwidualized — education — program — required

under section 614(d).

“9) HIGHLY QUALIFIED.—The term ‘haghly
qualified’ has the same meaning as that term in sec-
tion 9101 of the Elementary and Secondary Edu-
cation Act of 1965.

“(10) INDIAN.—The term ‘Indian’ means an in-
dwidual who is a member of an Indian tribe.

“(11) INDIAN TRIBE.—The term ‘Indian tribe’
means any Federal or State Indian tribe, band,
rancheria, pueblo, colony, or community, including
any Alaska Native village or regional village corpora-
tion (as defined in or established under the Alaska
Native Clavms Settlement Act).

“(12) INDIVIDUALIZED EDUCATION PROGRAM.—
The term ‘“indiwvidualized education program’ or ‘IEP’
means a written statement for each child with a dis-
ability that 1s developed, reviewed, and revised n ac-
cordance with section 614(d).

“(13) INDIVIDUALIZED FAMILY SERVICE PLAN.—
The term “ndividualized family service plan’ has the
meaning given such term in section 630.

“(14) INFANT OR TODDLER WITH A DIS-

ABILITY—The term ‘“infant or toddler with a dis-

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“(15) INSTITUTION OF HIGHER EDUCATION.—

The term ‘anstitution of higher education’—
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“(A) has the meaning given that term in
subsection (a) or (b) of section 101 of the Higher
Education Act of 1965; and

“(B) also includes any community college
recewving funding from the Secretary of the Inte-
rior under the Tribally Controlled Community
College Assistance Act of 1978.

“(16) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY.—

“t4) The term ‘local educational agency’
means a public board of education or other pub-
lic authority legally constituted within a State
Jor either administrative control or direction of,
or to perform a service function for, public ele-
mentary or secondary schools in a city, county,
township, school district, or other political sub-
diwvision of a State, or for such combination of
school districts or counties as are recognized in
a State as an administrative agency for its pub-
lic elementary or secondary schools.

“(B) The term includes—

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“(1) an educational service agency, as
defined in paragraph (4); and

“(1n) any other public nstitution or
agency having administrative control and
direction of a public elementary or sec-
ondary school.

“(C) The term includes an elementary or
secondary school funded by the Bureaw of Indian
Affaars, but only to the extent that such inclusion
makes the school eligible for programs for which
specific eligibility 1s not provided to the school in
another provision of law and the school does not
have a student population that is smaller than
the student population of the local educational
agency recewing assistance under this Act with
the smallest student population, except that the
school shall not be subject to the jurisdiction of
any State educational agency other than the Bu-
reaw of Indian Affairs.

“(17) NATIVE LANGUAGE.—The term ‘native lan-
guage’, when used with reference to an individual of
limited English proficiency, means the language nor-
mally used by the individual, or, in the case of a
child, the language normally used by the parents of
the child.

“(18) NONPROFIT.—The term ‘nonprofit’, as ap-

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“(23) RELATED SERVICES.—The term ‘related
services’ means transportation, and such develop-
mental, corrective, and other supportive services (in-
cluding  speech-language pathology and audiology
services, psychological services, physical and occupa-
tional therapy, recreation, including therapeutic
recreation, social work services, counseling services,
mcluding rehabilitation counseling, orientation and
mobility services, and medical services, except that
such medical services shall be for diagnostic and eval-
uation purposes only) as may be required to assist a
child with a disability to benefit from special edu-
cation, and includes the early identification and as-
sessment of disabling conditions in children.

“(24) SECONDARY SCHOOL.—The term ‘sec-
ondary school’ means a nonprofit institutional day or
residential school that provides secondary education,
as determined under State law, except that it does not
melude any education beyond grade 12.

“(25) SECRETARY.—The term ‘Secretary’ means
the Secretary of Education.

“(26) SPECIAL EDUCATION.—The term ‘special
education” means specially designed instruction, at no
cost to parents, to meet the unique needs of a child

with a disability, including—
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1 “(A) instruction conducted in the classroom,
2 m the home, in hospitals and institutions, and
3 w other settings; and

4 “(B) instruction in physical education.

5 “(27) SPECIFIC LEARNING DISABILITY.—

6 “(A) IN GENERAL—The term ‘specific
7 learning disability > means a disorder in one or
8 more of the basic psychological processes involved
9 m understanding or in using language, spoken
10 or written, which disorder may manafest itself in
11 vmperfect ability to listen, think, speak, read,
12 write, spell, or do mathematical calculations.
13 “(B) DISORDERS INCLUDED.—Such term
14 mcludes such conditions as perceptual disabil-
15 vties, brawn injury, minimal brain dysfunction,
16 dyslexia, and developmental aphasia.
17 “(C') DISORDERS NOT INCLUDED.—Such

23 “(28) StATE.—The term ‘State’ means each of
24 the 50 States, the District of Columbia, the Common-
25 wealth of Puerto Rico, and each of the outlying areas.

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“(29) STATE EDUCATIONAL AGENCY.~—The term
‘State educational agency’ means the State board of
education or other agency or officer primarily respon-
sible for the State supervision of public elementary
and secondary schools, or, if there is no such officer
or agency, an officer or agency designated by the Gov-
ernor or by State law.

“(30) SUPPLEMENTARY AIDS AND SERVICES.—
The term ‘supplementary aids and services’ means
aids, services, and other supports that are provided in
reqular education classes or other education-related
settings to enable children with disabilities to be edu-
cated with nondisabled children to the maxvmum ex-
tent  appropriate in  accordance with  section
612(a)(5).

“(31) TRANSITION SERVICES.—The term ‘transi-
tion services’ means a coordinated set of activities for
a child with a disability that—

“(A) s designed within a results-oriented
process, that s focused on improving the aca-
demic and developmental achievement of the
child with a disability to facilitate the child’s
move from school to post-school activities, includ-
g post-secondary education, vocational train-

g, integrated employment (including supported
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employment), continuing and adult education,
adult services, independent living, or community
participation;

“(B) 1s based upon the individual child’s
needs, taking into account the child’s skills, pref-
erences, and interests; and

“(C) ncludes instruction, related services,
community experiences, the development of em-
ployment and other post-school adult liwving ob-
jectwes, and, when appropriate, acquisition of
daily living  skills and  functional vocational
evaluation.

“SEC. 603. OFFICE OF SPECIAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS.

“(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—There shall be, within the Of-

“(b) DIRECTOR.—The Olffice established under sub-
section (a) shall be headed by a Director who shall be se-
lected by the Secretary and shall report dirvectly to the As-
sistant Secretary for Special Education and Rehabilitative

Services.
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“(c¢) VOLUNTARY AND UNCOMPENSATED SERVICES.—
Notwithstanding section 1342 of title 31, United States
Code, the Secretary is authorized to accept voluntary and
uncompensated services i furtherance of the purposes of
this Act.”.

SEC. 102. SECTIONS 605 THROUGH 607 OF THE INDIVIDUALS
WITH DISABILITIES EDUCATION ACT.

Sections 605 through 607 of the Individuals with Dis-
abilities Education Act (20 U.S.C. 1404—1406) are amend-
ed to read as follows:

“SEC. 605. ACQUISITION OF EQUIPMENT; CONSTRUCTION
OR ALTERATION OF FACILITIES.

“la) IN GENERAL.—If the Secretary determines that
a program authorized under this Act would be improved
by permitting program funds to be used to acquire appro-
priate equipment, or to construct new facilities or alter ex-
isting facilities, the Secretary is authorized to allow the use
of those funds for those purposes.

“b) CompLIANCE WIirH CERTAIN REGULATIONS.—
Any construction of new facilities or alteration of existing
Jacilities under subsection (a) shall comply with the require-
ments of—

“(1) appendix A of part 36 of title 28, Code of

Federal Regulations (commonly known as the ‘Ameri-
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cans with Disabilities Accessibility Guidelines for
Buwildings and Facilities’); or
“(2) appendixz A of part 101-19.6 of title 41,

Jode of Federal Regulations (commonly known as the

‘Uniform Federal Accessibility Standards’).

“SEC. 606. EMPLOYMENT OF INDIVIDUALS WITH DISABIL-
ITIES.

“The Secretary shall ensure that each recipient of as-
sistance under this Act makes positive efforts to employ and
advance i employment qualified individuals with disabil-
wties, particularly as teachers, related services personnel,
early intervention providers, and administrators, in pro-
grams assisted under this Act.

SEC. 105. GAO REVIEW OF CERTAIN STATE DEFINITIONS

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 2 years after the date
of the enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General of the
Unated States shall submait a report containing the findings
Sfrom the study conducted under subsection (a) to the Com-
mittee on Education and the Workforce of the House of Rep-

resentatives and the Commaittee on Health, Education,

Labor, and Pensions of the Senate.
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SEC. 107. STUDY ON LIMITED ENGLISH PROFICIENT STU-
DENTS.

(a) IN GENERAL—The Comptroller General of the
Unated States shall conduct a study on how limited English
proficient students are being served under the Individuals
with Disabilities Education Act.

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 2 years after the date
of the enactment of the Improving Education Results for
Children With Disabilities Act of 2003, the Comptroller
General of the United States shall submit a report con-
taining the findings from the study conducted under sub-

section (a) to the Committee on Education and the Work-

Jorce of the House of Representatives and the Committee

on Health, Education, Labor, and Pensions of the Senate.

TITLE II—ASSISTANCE FOR EDU-

SEC. 201. AUTHORIZATION; ALLOTMENT; USE OF FUNDS;
AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.
Section 611 of the Indwiduals with Disabilities Edu-
cation Act (20 U.S.C. 1411) s amended to read as follows:

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provide funds to the Secretary of the Interior, to as-
sist them to provide special education and related
services to children with disabilities in  accordance
with this panrt.

“(2)  MaximuM  AMOUNTS.—The — maximum
amount of the grant a State may receive under this
section for any fiscal year 15—

“(A) the number of children with disabil-
vties in the State who are receiving special edu-

“(11) aged 6 through 21; multiplied by

“(B) 40 percent of the average per-pupil ex-
penditure in public elementary and secondary
schools in the United States.

“(3)  LimitATION.—Notwithstanding  subpara-
graphs (A) and (B) of paragraph (2), the maximum
amount of the grant a State may receive under this
section for a fiscal year may not be based on the
number of children ages 3 through 17, inclusive, in
excess of 13.5 percent of the number of all children in
that age range in the State.

“(b) OUTLYING AREAS.—
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“(1) FUNDS RESERVED.—From the amount ap-
propriated for any fiscal year under subsection (1),
the Secretary shall reserve not more than one percent,
which shall be used to provide assistance to the out-
lying areas in accordance with thewr respective popu-
lations of indwviduals aged 3 through 21.

“(2) SPECIAL RULE.—The provisions of Public
Law 95-134, permitting the consolidation of grants
by the outlying areas, shall not apply to funds pro-
vided to those areas under this section.

“lc) SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR.—From the

amount appropriated for any fiscal year under subsection
(1), the Secretary shall reserve 1.226 percent to provide as-
sistance to the Secretary of the Interior in accordance with

subsection (h).

“(d) ALLOCATIONS TO STATES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—After reserving funds for
payments to the outlying areas and the Secretary of
the Interior under subsections (b) and (c¢), the Sec-
retary shall allocate the remaining amount among the
States in accordance with this subsection.

“(2) SPECIAL RULE FOR USE OF FISCAL YEAR
1999 AMOUNT.—If a State does not make a free appro-
priate public education available to all children with

disabilities aged 3 through 5 in the State in any fis-
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cal year, the Secretary shall compute the State’s
amount for fiscal year 1999, solely for the purpose of
calculating the State’s allocation in the subsequent
year under paragraph (3) or (4), by subtracting the
amount allocated to the State for fiscal year 1999 on
the basis of those children.

“(4) DECREASE IN FUNDS.—If the amount avail-
able for allocations to States under paragraph (1) is
less than the amount allocated to the States under
this section for the preceding fiscal year, those alloca-
tions shall be calculated as follows:

1 of part D if the State recerves funds under that
subpanrt.

“(F) To support paperwork reduction ac-
twvities, including expanding the appropriate use
of technology in the IEP process under this part.

“(6)) To develop and maintain a com-
prehensive, coordinated, preveferral educational
support system for students in kindergarten

through grade 12 (with a particular emphasis on
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students in kindergarten through grade 3) who

are not enrolled in special education but who

need additional academic and behavioral sup-
port to succeed i a general education environ-
ment.

“C(H) To support capacity building activi-
ties and 1mprove the delivery of services by local
educational agencies to improve results for chil-
dren with disabilities.

“(I) For subgrants to local educational
agencies for the purposes described in paragraph
(5)(A).

“(5)(A) SUBGRANTS TO LOCAL EDUCATIONAL
AGENCIES FOR ACCOUNTABILITY.—In any fiscal year
wm which the percentage increase in the State’s alloca-
tion under this section exceeds the rate of inflation (as
measured by the percentage increase, if any, from the
preceding fiscal year in the Consumer Price Index
For All Urban Consumers, published by the Bureau
of Labor Statistics of the Department of Labor), each
State shall reserve, from its allocation under this sec-
tion, the amount described in subparagraph (B) to
make subgrants to local educational agencies, unless
that amount 1s less than $100,000, to provide tech-

nical assistance and direct services to local edu-
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cational agencies identified as being in need of 1m-
provement under section 1116 of the Elementary and

and costs including, but not limated to, child

“(F) includes an assurance that the Depart-
ment of the Interior will cooperate with the De-
partment of Education in its exercise of moni-
toring, enforcement, and oversight of this appli-
cation, and any agreements entered into between
the Secretary of the Interior and other entities
under this part, and will fulfill its duties under
this part.

Section 616(a) shall apply to the information de-
seribed in this paragraph.

“(3) PAYMENTS FOR EDUCATION AND SERVICES
FOR INDIAN CHILDREN WITH DISABILITIES AGED 3
THROUGH 5.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—With funds appro-
priated under subsection (1), the Secretary of
Education shall make payments to the Secretary
of the Interior to be distributed to tribes or tribal
organizations (as defined under section 4 of the
Indian Self-Determination and Education As-
sistance Act) or consortia of the above to provide

Jor the coordination of assistance for special edu-
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cation and related services for children with dis-
abilities aged 3 through 5 on reservations served
by elementary and secondary schools for Indian
children operated or funded by the Department
of the Interior. The amount of such payments
under subparagraph (B) for any fiscal year shall
be equal to 20 percent of the amount allotted
under subsection (c).

“(B) DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS.—The Sec-
retary of the Interior shall distribute the total
amount of the payment under subparagraph (A)
by allocating to each tribe or tribal organization
an amount based on the number of children with
dusabilities ages 3 through 5 residing on reserva-
tions as reported annually, divided by the total
of those children served by all tribes or tribal or-
ganizations.

“(C) SUBMISSION OF INFORMATION.—To re-
cewve a payment under this paragraph, the tribe
or tribal organization shall submit such figures
to the Secretary of the Interior as required to de-
termine the amounts to be allocated under sub-
paragraph (B). This information shall be com-
piled and submitted to the Secretary of Edu-

cation.
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“(D) USE oF FUNDS.—The funds received
by a trbe or trmbal organization shall be used to
assist in child find, screening, and other proce-
dures for the early identification of children aged
3 through 5, parent training, and the provision
of direct services. These activities may be carried
out directly or through contracts or cooperative
agreements with the BIA, local educational agen-
cies, and other public or private nonprofit orga-
nizations. The tribe or tribal organization 1s en-
couraged to involve Indian parents in the devel-
opment and vmplementation of these activities.

The above entities shall, as appropriate, make re-

ferrals to local, State, or Federal entities for the

provision of services or further diagnosis.

“(KE) ANNUAL REPORT.—To be eligible to re-
cewe a grant pursuant to subparagraph (A), the
tribe or tribal organization shall provide to the
Secretary of the Interior an annual report of ac-
twities undertaken under this paragraph, in-
cluding the number of contracts and cooperative
agreements entered into, the number of children
contacted and receiving services for each year,
and the estimated number of children mneeding

services during the year following the one in
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which the report is made. The Secretary of the
Interior shall include a summary of this infor-
mation on an annual basis in the report to the
Secretary of Education required under this sub-
section. The Secretary of Education may requive
any additional information from the Secretary
of the Interior.

“(F) ProdIiBITIONS.—None of the funds al-
located under this paragraph may be used by the
Secretary of the Interior for administrative pur-
poses, including child count and the provision of
technical assistance.

“(4) PLAN FOR COORDINATION OF SERVICES.—
The Secretary of the Interior shall develop and 1mple-
ment a plan for the coordination of services for all
Indian children with disabilities residing on reserva-
tions covered under this Act. Such plan shall provide
Jor the coordination of services benefiting these chil-
dren from whatever source, including tribes, the In-
dian Health Service, other BIA divisions, and other
Federal agencies. In developing the plan, the Sec-
retary of the Interior shall consult with all interested
and wnvolved parties. It shall be based on the needs
of the children and the system best suited for meeting

those needs, and may involve the establishment of co-
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5]

operative agreements between the BIA, other Federal
agencies, and other entities. The plan shall also be
distributed upon request to States, State and local
educational agencies, and other agencies providing
services to anfants, toddlers, and children with dis-
abilities, to tribes, and to other interested parties.

“(5) ESTABLISHMENT OF ADVISORY BOARD.—'To
meet the requirements of section 612(a)(22), the Sec-
retary of the Interior shall establish, under the BIA,
an advisory board composed of indiwviduals involved
m or concerned with the education and provision of
services to Indian nfants, toddlers, children, and
youth with disabilities, including Indvans with dis-
abilities, Indian parents or guardians of such chail-
dren, teachers, service providers, State and local edu-
cational officials, representatives of tribes or tribal or-
ganizations, representatives from State Interagency
Coordinating Councils under section 641 in States
having reservations, and other members representing
the various divisions and entities of the BIA. The
chavrperson shall be selected by the Secretary of the
Interior. The advisory board shall—

“(A) assist in the coordination of services
within the BIA and with other local, State, and

Federal agencies in the provision of education
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Jor anfants, toddlers, and children with disabil-
ites;

“(B) advise and assist the Secretary of the
Interior in the performance of the Secretary’s re-
sponsibilities described in this subsection;

“(C) develop and recommend policies con-
cerning effective inter- and intra-agency collabo-
ration, including modifications to regulations,
and the elimination of barriers to inter- and
mtra-agency programs and activities;

“(D) provide assistance and disseminate in-
Jormation on best practices, effective program co-
ordination strategies, and recommendations for
vmproved educational programmaing for Indian
mfants, toddlers, and children with disabilities;
and

“(E) provide assistance in the preparation
of information required under paragraph (2)(D).
“(6) ANNUAL REPORTS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—The advisory board es-
tablished under paragraph (5) shall prepare and
submit to the Secretary of the Interior and to the
Congress an annual report containing a descrip-
tion of the activities of the advisory board for the

preceding year.
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“(B) AvAILABILITY.—The Secretary of the
Interior shall make available to the Secretary of
Education the report described in subparagraph
(A).

“(1) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—For the
purpose of carrying out this part, other than section 619,
there are authorized to be appropriated—

“(1) $11,074,398,000 for fiscal year 2004;

“(2) $13,374,398,000 for fiscal year 2005;

“(3) $15,746,302,000 for fiscal year 20006;

“(4) $17,918,205,000 for fiscal year 2007;

“(5) $20,090,109,000 for fiscal year 2008;

“(6) $22,262,307,000 for fiscal year 2009;

“(7) $25,198,603,000 for fiscal year 2010; and
“(8) such sums as may be necessary for fiscal

year 2011 and each subsequent fiscal year.”.
SEC. 202. STATE ELIGIBILITY.

(a) IN GENERAL.—(1) Section 612(a) of the Individ-
wals with Disabilities Education Act (20 U.S.C. 1412(a))

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“(A) IN GENERAL.—A free appropriate pub-

lic education s avarlable to all children with

disabilities residing in the State between the ages

of 3

3 and 21, wnclusive, including children with

disabilities who have been suspended or expelled

Jrom school.

“(B) LimrtarioN.—"The obligation to make

a free appropriate public education available to

all children with disabilities does not apply with

respect to children—

“(1) aged 3 through 5 and 18 through
21 wn a State to the extent that its applica-
tion to those children would be inconsistent
with State law or practice, or the order of
any court, respecting the provision of public
education to children n those age ranges;
and

“(1n) aged 18 through 21 to the extent
that State law does not require that special
education and related services under this
part be provided to children with disabil-
ities who, i the educational placement
prior to their incarceration i an adult cor-

rectional facility—
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“(I) were not actually identified

as being a child with «a disability
under section 602(3) of this Act; or
“(II) did not have an individual-
wzed education program under this
part.
“(2) FULL EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITY GOAL.—
The State has established a goal of providing full edu-
cational opportunity to all children with disabilities
and a detarled timetable for accomplishing that goal.
“(3) CHILD FIND.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—AIl children with dis-
abilities residing in the State, including children
with disabilities attending private schools, re-
gardless of the severity of thewr disabilities, and
who are in need of special education and related
services, are identified, located, and evaluated
and a practical method 1s developed and imple-
mented to determine which chaldren with disabil-
wties are currently recewing needed special edu-
cation and related services.

“(B) CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this Act
requires that children be classified by their dis-
ability so long as each child who has a disability

listed wn section 602 and who, by reason of that
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disability, needs special education and related

services 18 regarded as a child with a disability

under this part.

“(4) INDIVIDUALIZED EDUCATION PROGRAM.—
An indwidualized education program, or an individ-
ualized family service plan that meets the require-
ments of section 636(d), is developed, reviewed, and
revised for each child with a disability in accordance
with section 614(d).

“(5) LEAST RESTRICTIVE ENVIRONMENT.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—To the maximum ex-
tent appropriate, children with disabilities, in-
cluding children wn public or private institutions
or other care facilities, are educated with chil-
dren who are not disabled, and special classes,
separate schooling, or other removal of children
with disabilities from the regular educational en-
vironment occurs only when the nature or sever-
ity of the disability of a child 1s such that edu-
cation wn reqular classes with the use of supple-
mentary aids and services cannot be achieved
satisfactorily.

“(B) ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENT.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If the State uses a

Sfunding mechanism by which the State dis-
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tributes State funds on the basis of the type

of setting wn which a child s served, the

SJunding mechanism does not result in place-

ments that violate the requirements of sub-

paragraph (A).

“(11) ASSURANCE.—If" the State does
not have policies and procedures to ensure
compliance with clause (1), the State shall
provide the Secretary an asswurance that vt
will revise the funding mechanism as soon
as feasible to ensure that such mechanism
does not result in such placements.

“(6) PROCEDURAL SAFEGUARDS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—Children with disabil-
ities and their parents are afforded the proce-
dural safequards required by section 615.

“(B)  ADDITIONAL PROCEDURAL  SAFE-
GUARDS.—Procedures to ensure that testing and
evaluation materials and procedures utilized for
the purposes of evaluation and placement of chil-
dren with disabilities for services under this Act
will be selected and administered so as not to be
racially or culturally discriminatory. Such ma-
terials or procedures shall be provided and ad-

manistered in  the child’s native language or
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mode of communication, unless it clearly is not

feasible to do so, and no single procedure shall

be the sole criterion for determining an appro-
priate educational program for a child.

“(7) EvALUATION~—Children with disabilities
are evaluated in accordance with subsections (a)
through (c) of section 614.

“(8) CONFIDENTIALITY.—Agencies in the State
comply with section 617(d) (relating to the confiden-
twality of records and information).

“(9) TRANSITION FROM PART € TO PRESCHOOL
PROGRAMS.—Children participating in early inter-
vention programs assisted under part C, and who will
participate in preschool programs assisted under this
part, experience a smooth and effective transition to
those preschool programs in a manner consistent with
section 637(a)(8). By the third biurthday of such a
child, an individualized education program or, if con-
sistent with section 636(d), an individualized family
service plan, has been developed and 1s being vmple-
mented for the child. The local educational agency
will participate in transition planning conferences
arranged by the designated lead agency wunder section
637(a)(8).

“(10) CHILDREN IN PRIVATE SCHOOLS.—
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“(A) CHILDREN ENROLLED IN PRIVATE

SCHOOLS BY THEIR PARENTS.—

*HR 1350 RH

“(1) IN GENERAL—To the extent con-
sistent with the number and location of
children with disabilities in the State who
are enrolled by their parents in private ele-
mentary and secondary schools in the area
served by such agency, provision 1s made
Jor the participation of those children in the
program assisted or carried out under this
part by providing for such children special
education and related services in accordance
with the following requirements, unless the
Secretary has arranged for services to those
children under subsection (f):

“(I) Amounts to be expended for
the provision of those services (includ-

g direct services to parentally-placed

children) by a local educational agency

shall be equal to a proportionate
amount of Federal funds made avail-
able under this panrt.

“(I1) In calculating the propor-
tionate share of Federal funds, the local

“(V) Each local educational agen-
cy maintains i its records and pro-
vides to the State educational agency
the number of children evaluated under
this paragraph, the number of children

“(iir)  CONSULTATION—To  ensure
timely and meaningful consultation, a local
educational agency, or where appropriate, a
state educational agency, shall consult with
representatives of children with disabilities
parentally-placed in priwvate schools during
the design and development of special edu-
cation and related services for these children
meluding—

“(I) the child-find process and
how parentally-placed priwvate school
children suspected of having a dis-
ability can participate equitably, in-
cluding how parents, teachers, and pri-
vate school officials will be informed of

the process;
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“(II) the determination of the pro-
portionate share of Federal funds
available to serve parentally-placed
private school children with disabilities
under this paragraph, including the
determination of how those funds were
calculated;

“(I1I) the consultation process
among the district, private school offi-
cials, and parents of parentally-placed
private school children with disabilities
mceluding how such process will oper-
ate throughout the school year to en-
sure that parentally-placed children
with disabilities identified through the
child  find process can  meaningfully
participate in  special education and
related services; and

“(IV) how, where, and by whom
special education and related services
will be provided for parentally-placed
private school children, including «a
discussion of alternate service delivery
mechanisms, how such services will be

apportioned if funds are insufficient to
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serve all children, and how and when
these decisions will be made.
“(w) COMPLIANCE.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Children with dis-
abilities in private schools and facilities are
provided special education and related serv-
wees, 1 accordance with an individualized
education program, at no cost to thewr par-

ents, if such children are placed n, or re-

ferred to, such schools or facilities by the

cy as the means of carrying out the require-
ments of this part or any other applicable

law requiring the provision of special edu-

SCHOOL PLACEMENT.—If the parents of a

“(I1) 1f, prior to the parents’ re-
moval of the child from the public
school, the public agency informed the
parents, through the notice require-
ments described in section 615(b)(7), of
its intent to evaluate the child (includ-
mg a statement of the purpose of the
evaluation that was appropriate and
reasonable), but the parents did not
make the child available for such eval-

uation; or
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“(I11) upon a judicial finding of
unreasonableness with respect to ac-
tions taken by the parents.

“(w)  EXCEPTION.—Notwithstanding
the notice requirement in clause (1i)(I), the
cost of revmbursement—

“(I) shall not be reduced or denied
Jor failure to provide such notice 1f—

“(aa) the school prevented the
parent from providing such no-
tice;

“(bb) the parents had not re-
cewved notice, pursuant to section
615, of the notice requirement in
clause (v1)(1); or

“(cc) compliance with clause
(1e)(1) would likely result in
physical harm to the child; and
“(II) may, n the discretion of a

court or a hearing officer, not be re-
duced or denied for failure to provide
such notice 1f—

“(aa) the parent s illiterate

or cannot write in English; or
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“(bb) compliance with clause
(110) (1) would lLikely result in seri-
ous emotional harm to the child.
“(11) STATE EDUCATIONAL AGENCY RESPON-
SIBLE FOR GENERAL SUPERVISION.—
“(A) IN GENERAL.—The State educational
agency 18 responsible for ensuring that—
“(1) the requirements of this part are
met; and
“(11) all educational programs for chil-
dren with disabilities in the State, includ-
g all such programs administered by any
other State or local agency—

“(1) are under the general super-
vision of individuals in the State who
are responsible for educational pro-
grams for children with disabilities;

“(II) meet the educational stand-
ards of the State educational agency.

“(111) The performance of children with
disabilities on reqular assessments and on
alternate assessments (if the number of chil-
dren with disabilities participating in those
assessments 1s  sufficient to yield statis-
tically reliable information and reporting
that information would not reveal person-
ally identifiable information about an indi-
vidual student), compared with the achieve-
ment of all children, including children
with disabilities, on those assessments.

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“(18) SUPPLEMENTATION OF STATE, LOCAL, AND

“(11) shall be used to supplement State,
local, and other Federal funds and not to
supplant such funds; and

“(111) shall not be used, except as pro-
vided in subparagraphs (B) and (C), to re-
duce the level of expenditures for the edu-
cation of children with disabilities made by
the local educational agency from local
Junds below the level of those expenditures
Jor the preceding fiscal year.

“(B) ExcErPTION.—Notwithstanding the re-

striction in subparagraph (A)(1i), a local edu-

cational agency may reduce the level of expenda-

tures where such reduction s attributable to—
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“(1) the voluntary departure, by retire-
ment or otherwise, or departure for just
cause, of special education personnel;

“(11) a decrease in the enrollment of
children with disabilities;

“(111) the termination of the obligation
of the agency, consistent with this part, to

provide a program of special education to a
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particular child with a disability that s an
exceptionally costly program, as determined
by the State educational agency, because the
child—
“(1) has left the jurisdiction of the
agencys;
“(II) has reached the age at which
the obligation of the agency to provide
a free appropriate public education to
the child has terminated; or
“(II1) no longer needs such pro-
gram of special education; or
“(w) the termination of costly expendi-
tures for long-term purchases, such as the
acquisition of equipment or the construction
of school facilities.

“(C) TREATMENT OF FEDERAL FUNDS IN

CERTAIN FISCAL YEARS.—

“(1) Notwithstanding clauses (1) and
(11r) of subparagraph (A), for any fiscal
year for which amounts appropriated to
carry out section 611 exceeds
$4,100,000,000, a local educational agency
may treat as local funds, for the purpose of

such clauses, up to 20 percent of the amount
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of funds it receives under this part that ex-
ceeds the amount it received under this part
Jfor the previous fiscal year.

“(in) If a local educational agency
chooses to use the authority under clause (1),

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“(4) PERMISSIVE USE OF FUNDS.—Notwith-
standing paragraph (2)(A) or section 612(a)(18)(B)
(relating to commangled funds), funds provided to the
local educational agency under this part may be used
Jor the following activities:

“(A) SERVICES AND AIDS THAT ALSO BEN-
EFIT NONDISABLED CHILDREN.—For the costs of
special education and related services and sup-
plementary aids and services provided in a reg-
ular class or other education-related setting to a
child with a disability i accordance with the
mdwidualized education program of the child,
even if one or more nondisabled children benefit
Jrom such services.

“(B) PREREFERRAL SERVICES.—To develop
and implement a system of comprehensive co-
ordinated prereferral education support services
m accordance with subsection (f).

“(C) HiaH COST EDUCATION AND RELATED
SERVICES.—To establish and vmplement cost or
risk sharing funds, consortia, or cooperatives for
the agency atself, or for local educational agen-
cies working i consortium of which the local
educational agency 1s a part, to pay for high

cost special education and related services.
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“(D) CASE MANAGEMENT AND ADMINISTRA-
TION.—To purchase appropriate technology for
record keeping, data collection, and related case
management activities of teachers and related
services personnel who are providing services de-
seribed in the indiwvidualized education program
of children with disabilities necessary to the im-
plementation of those case management activi-
ties.

“(E) SUPPLEMENTAL EDUCATIONAL SERV-
ICES FOR CHILDREN WITH DISABILITIES IN
SCHOOLS DESIGNATED FOR IMPROVEMENT.—HFor
the reasonable additional expenses (as deter-
mined by the local educational agency) of any
necessary accommodations to allow children with
disabilities who are being educated in a school
wdentified for school improvement under section
1116(b) of the Elementary and Secondary Edu-
cation Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 6316(b)) to be pro-
vided supplemental educational services under
section 1116(e) of such Act on an equitable basis.

“(5) TREATMENT OF CHARTER SCHOOLS AND

THEIR STUDENTS.—In carrying out this part with re-

spect to charter schools that are public schools of the
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local educational agency, the local educational agen-
cy—

“(A) serves children with disabilities at-
tending those schools in the same manner as it
serves children with disabilities in its other
schools, including providing supplemental and
related services on site at the charter school when
the local educational agency has a policy or
practice of providing those services on site to its
other schools; and

using the mnational instructional materials accessi-
bility standard described in section 612(a)(23).

“(7) INFORMATION FOR STATE EDUCATIONAL
AGENCY.—The local educational agency shall provide
the State educational agency with information nec-
essary to enable the State educational agency to carry
out its duties under this part, including, with respect
to paragraphs (15) and (16) of section 612(a), infor-
mation relating to the performance of children with
disabilities participating n  programs carried out
under this part.

“(8) PUBLIC INFORMATION.—The local edu-

cational agency shall make available to parents of
children with disabilities and to the general public all
documents relating to the eligibility of such agency
under this part.

“(9) RECORDS REGARDING MIGRATORY CHIL-
DREN WITH DISABILITIES.—The local educational
agency shall cooperate in the Secretary’s efforts under

section 1308 of the Elementary and Secondary Edu-
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cation Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 6398) to ensure the

linkage of records pertaining to migratory children
with a disability for the purpose of electronically ex-
changing, among the States, health and educational
mformation regarding such children.

“(b) EXCEPTION FOR PRIOR LOCAL PLANS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If a local educational agency
or State agency has on file with the State educational
agency policies and procedures that demonstrate that
such local educational agency, or such State agency,
as the case may be, meets any requirement of sub-
section (a), including any policies and procedures
filed under this part as in effect before the effective
date of the Improving Education Results for Children
With Disabilities Act of 2003, the State educational
agency shall consider such local educational agency or
State agency, as the case may be, to have met such
requirement for purposes of receiving assistance under
thas panrt.

“(2)  MODIFICATION MADE BY LOCAL EDU-
CATIONAL AGENCY.—Subject to paragraph (3), an ap-
plication submatted by a local educational agency in
accordance with this section shall remain in effect

until it submits to the State educational agency such
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modifications as the local educational agency deems
necessariy.

“(3) MODIFICATIONS REQUIRED BY STATE EDU-
CATIONAL AGENCY.—If, after the date of the enact-
ment of the Improving Education Results for Chil-
dren With Disabilities Act of 2003, the provisions of
this Act are amended (or the regulations developed to
carry out this Act are amended), or there is a new
interpretation of this Act by Federal or State courts,
or there is an official finding of noncompliance with
Federal or State law or regulations, the State edu-
cational agency may require a local educational agen-
cy to modify its application only to the extent nec-
essary to ensure the local educational agency’s com-
pliance with this part or State law.

“(e¢) NOTIFICATION OF LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY

OR STATE AGENCY IN CASE OF INELIGIBILITY.—If the
State educational agency determines that a local edu-
cational agency or State agency is not eligible under this
section, the State educational agency shall notify the local
educational agency or State agency, as the case may be,
of that determanation and shall provide such local edu-
cational agency or State agency with reasonable notice and

an opportunity for a hearing.

“(d) LocAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY COMPLIANCE.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL—If the State educational
agency, after reasonable notice and an opportunity
Jor a hearing, finds that a local educational agency
or State agency that has been determined to be eligi-
ble under this section 1s failing to comply with any
requirement described in subsection (a), the State
educational agency shall reduce or shall not provide
any further payments to the local educational agency
or State agency until the State educational agency is
satisfied that the local educational agency or State
agency, as the case may be, 1s complying with that
requirement.

“(2) ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENT.—Any State
agency or local educational agency in receipt of a no-
tice described in paragraph (1) shall, by means of
public notice, take such measures as may be necessary
to bring the pendency of an action pursuant to this
subsection to the attention of the public within the ju-
rsdiction of such agency.

“(3) CONSIDERATION.

In carrying out its re-
sponsibilities under paragraph (1), the State edu-
cational agency shall consider any decision made in
a hearing held under section 615 that is adverse to
the local educational agency or State agency involved

m that decision.
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1 “(e) JOINT ESTABLISHMENT OF KLIGIBILITY.—

2 “(1) JOINT ESTABLISHMENT.—

3 “(A) IN GENERAL—A State educational
4 agency may require a local educational agency

“(4) REQUIREMENTS FOR EDUCATIONAL SERVICE

AGENCIES.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—If an educational serv-
ice agency s required by State law to carry out
programs under this part, the joint responsibil-
ttres given to local educational agencies under
this subsection shall—

“(1) not apply to the administration
and disbursement of any payments received
by that educational service agency; and

“(11) be carried out only by that edu-
cational service agency.

“(B)  ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENT.—Not-
withstanding any other provision of this sub-

section, an educational service agency shall pro-
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vide for the education of children with disabil-

ities in the least restrictive environment, as re-

quired by section 612(a)(5).

“(f) PREREFERRAL SERVICES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—A local educational agency
may use not more than 15 percent of the amount such
agency receives under this part for any fiscal year, in
combination with other amounts (which may include
amounts other than education funds), to develop and
vmplement comprehensive coordinated prereferral edu-
cational support services for students in kindergarten
through grade 12 (with a particular emphasis on stu-
dents in grades kindergarten through 3) who have not
been identified as needing special education or related
services but who need additional academic and behav-
wral support to succeed in a general education envi-
ronment.

“(2) ActviTiES.—In implementing comprehen-
swe coordinated prerveferral educational services under
this subsection, a local educational agency may carry
out the following activities:

“(A) Professional development (which may
be provided by entities other than local edu-
cational agencies) for teachers to enable them to

delwver scientifically based academic and behav-
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woral interventions, including scientifically based

literacy instruction.

“(B) Providing educational evaluations,
services, and supports, including scientifically
based literacy instruction and speech therapy.

“(C) Providing behavioral evaluations and
services and supports, icluding positive behav-
1oral interventions and supports.

“(3) EXCLUSION.—Nothing in this subsection
shall be construed to either limit or create a right to
a free appropriate public education under this part.

“(4) REPORTING.—Each local educational agen-
cy that develops and maintains comprehensive coordi-
nated prerveferral educational support services under
this subsection shall annually report to the State edu-
cational agency on—

“(A) the number of students served under
this subsection; and

“(B) the number of students served under
this subsection who subsequently receive special
education and related services under this Act
during the preceding 2-year period.

“(5) COORDINATION WITH THE ELEMENTARY

AND SECONDARY EDUCATION ACT OF 1965.—
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“(A) IN GENERAL.—Comprehensive coordi-
nated prerveferral educational support services
provided under this subsection may be aligned
with activities funded by, and carried out under,
the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of
1965, such as the Reading First program under
subpart 1 of part B of title I of such Act, the
Early Reading First program under subpart 2 of
part B of title I of such Act, reading and math
supports under part A of title I of such Act, and
behavior intervention supports, that improve re-
sults for children with disabilities.

“(B) MAINTENANCE OF EFFORT.—Funds
used under this section shall be used to supple-
ment, and not supplant, funds made available
under the Elementary and Secondary Education
Act of 1965.

“(9) DIRECT SERVICES BY THE STATE EDUCATIONAL
AGENCY.—

“(1) IN GENERAL—A State educational agency
shall use the payments that would otherwise have been
available to a local educational agency or to a State
agency to provide special education and related serv-
wces durectly to children with disabilities residing in

the area served by that local agency, or for whom that
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State agency is responsible, if the State educational
agency determines that the local education agency or
State agency, as the case may be—

“(A) has not provided the information need-
ed to establish the eligibility of such agency
under this section;

“(B) is unable to establish and maintain
programs of free appropriate public education
that meet the requirements of subsection (a);

“(C) 1s unable or unwilling to be consoli-
dated with one or more local educational agen-
cies in order to establish and maintain such pro-
grams; or

“(D) has one or more children with disabil-
ities who can best be served by a regional or
State program or service-delivery system de-
signed to meet the needs of such children.

“(2) MANNER AND LOCATION OF EDUCATION AND
SERVICES.—The State educational agency may pro-
vide special education and related services under
paragraph (1) in such manner and at such locations
(including regional or State centers) as the State
agency considers appropriate. Such education and
services shall De provided n accordance with this

part.
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“(h) STATE AGENCY ELIGIBILITY.—Any State agency
that desires to recewe a subgrant for any fiscal year under
section 611(f) shall demonstrate to the satisfaction of the
State educational agency that—

“(1) all children with disabilities who are par-
ticipating in programs and projects funded under this
part recewve a free appropriate public education, and
that those children and thewr parents are provided all
the rghts and procedural safequards described in this
part; and

“(2) the agency meets such other conditions of
this section as the Secretary determines to be appro-
priate.

“(1) DISCIPLINARY INFORMATION.—The State may re-
quire that a local educational agency include in the records
of a child with a disability a statement of any current or
previous disciplinary action that has been taken against the
child and transmit such statement to the same extent that
such disciplimary information s included n, and trans-
matted with, the student records of nondisabled children.
The statement may include a description of any behavior
engaged in by the child that requived disciplinary action,
a description of the disciplinary action taken, and any
other information that is relevant to the safety of the child
and other individuals involved with the child. If the State
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adopts such a policy, and the child transfers from one school
to another, the transmission of any of the child’s records
must include both the child’s current individualized edu-
cation program and any such statement of current or pre-
vious disciplinary action that has been taken against the
child.”.
SEC. 204. EVALUATIONS, ELIGIBILITY DETERMINATIONS,
INDIVIDUALIZED EDUCATION PROGRAMS,
AND EDUCATIONAL PLACEMENTS.

Section 614 of the Individuals with Disabilities Edu-
cation Act (20 U.S.C. 1414) is amended to read as follows:
“SEC. 614. EVALUATIONS, ELIGIBILITY DETERMINATIONS,

“(D) PARENTAL CONSENT.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—

“(I) CONSENT FOR INITIAL EVAL-
UATION.—The agency proposing to
conduct an wmitial evaluation to deter-
mane if the child qualifies as a child
with a disability as defined in section

602(3)(A) or 602(3)(B) shall obtain in-

Jormed consent from the parent of such

child before conducting the evaluation.

Parental consent for evaluation shall
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not be construed as consent for place-
ment for receipt of special education
and related services.

“(II) CONSENT FOR SERVICES.—
An agency that is responsible for mak-
mg a free appropriate public education
avarlable to a child with a disability
under this part shall seek to obtain in-
Jormed consent from the parent of such
child  Defore providing  special — edu-
cation and related services to the child.
“(11) ABSENCE OF CONSENT.—

“(I) FOR INITIAL EVALUATION.—
If the parent of such child does not
provide consent for an initial evalua-
tion under clause (v)(I), or the parent
faals to respond to a request to provide
the consent, the local educational agen-
cy may pursue the initial evaluation of
the child through the procedures de-
seribed in section 615, except to the ex-
tent inconsistent with State law relat-
mg to such parental consent.

“(II) FOR SERVICES.—If the par-

ent of such child does not provide con-
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sent for services under clause (v)(11), or
the parent fails to respond to a request
to provide the consent, the local edu-
cational agency shall not provide spe-
cial education and related services to
the child through the procedures de-
seribed in section 615.

“(111) EFFECT ON AGENCY OBLI-
GATIONS.—In any case for which there
18 an absence of consent for an initial
evaluation under subclause (1), or for
which there is an absence of consent for
services under subclause (1I)—

“laa) the local educational
agency shall not be required to
convene an IEP meeting or de-
velop an IEP under this section
Jor the child; and

“(bb) the local educational
agency shall not be considered to
be in violation of any requirement
under this part (including the re-
quirement to wmake available a
free appropriate public education

to the child) with respect to the
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lack of an wmitial evaluation of the
child, an IEP wmeeting with re-
spect to the child, or the develop-
ment of an IEP under this section
Jor the child.

“(E) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—The screen-
mg of a student by a teacher or specialist to de-
termine appropriate instructional strategies for
curriculum implementation shall not be consid-
erved to be an evaluation for eligibility for special
education and related services.

“(2) REEVALUATIONS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—A local educational
agency shall ensure that a reevaluation of each
child with a disability 1s conducted in accord-
ance with subsections (b) and (¢)—

“(1) 1f the local educational agency de-
termines that the educational needs, includ-
mg improved academic achievement, of the
child warrant a reevaluation; or

“(11) of the child’s parent or teacher re-
quests a reevaluation.

“(B) LIMITATION.—A reevaluation con-

ducted under subparagraph (A) shall occur—
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“(1) mo more than once a year, unless
the parent and the local educational agency
agree otherwise; and

“(1n) at least once every three years,
unless the parent and the local educational
agency agree that a reevaluation is unneces-
sary.

“(b) EVALUATION PROCEDURES.—

“(1) Norice.—The local educational agency
shall provide notice to the parent of a child with a
disability, n  accordance with subsections (D)(3),
(b)(4), and (c) of section 615, that describes any eval-
wation procedures such agency proposes to conduct.

“(2) CONDUCT OF EVALUATION.—In conducting
the evaluation, the local educational agency shall—

“(A) use multiple up-to-date measures and
assessments to gather relevant functional, devel-
opmental, and academic information, including
mformation provided by the parvent, to assist in
determining—

“(1) whether the child is a child with
a disability; and

“(11) the content of the child’s individ-
ualized education program, including infor-

mation related to enabling the child to be
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mvolved i and progress in the general edu-

cation curriculum or, for preschool children,

to participate in appropriate activities;

“(B) not use any single measure or assess-
ment as the sole criterion for determining wheth-
er a child 1s a child with a disability or deter-
mining an appropriate educational program for
the child; and

“(C) use technically sound instruments that
may assess the relative contribution of cognitive
and behavioral factors, in addition to physical
or developmental factors.

“(3) ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS.—Each local

educational agency shall ensure that—

“(A) assessments and other evaluation
measures used to assess a child under this sec-
tion—

“(1) are selected and administered so
as not to be discriminatory on a racial or
cultural basis;

“(1n) are provided and administered, to
the extent practicable, in the language and
Jorm most likely to yield accurate academic

and developmental data;
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1 “(111) are used for the purposes for
2 which the assessments or measures are valid
3 and reliable;
4 “(w) are administered by trained and
5 knowledgeable personnel; and
6 “(v) are administered in accordance
7 with any instructions provided by the pro-
8 ducer of such tests;
9 “(B) the child is assessed in all areas of sus-
10 pected disability; and
11 “(C) assessment tools and strategies that
12 provide relevant information that directly assists
13 persons 1n determining the educational needs of
14 the child are provided.
15 “(4) DETERMINATION OF ELIGIBILITY AND EDU-
16 CATIONAL NEED.—Upon completion of the adminis-
17 tration of assessments and other evaluation meas-

18 wres—

19 “(A) the determination of whether the child
20 1s a chald with a disability as defined in section
21 602(3) and the educational needs of the child
22 shall be made by a team of qualified profes-
23 stonals and the parent of the child in accordance
24 with paragraph (5); and
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“(B) a copy of the evaluation report and the

documentation of determination of eligibility

will be given to the parent.

“(5) SPECIAL RULE FOR ELIGIBILITY DETER-
MINATION.—In making a determination of eligibility
under paragraph (4)(A), a child shall not be deter-
mined to be a child with a disability if the deter-
minant factor for such determination is—

“(A) lack of scientifically based instruction
practices and programs that contain the essen-
tial components of reading instruction (as that
term 1is defined in section 1208(3) of the Elemen-
tary and Secondary Education Act of 1965);

“(B) lack of instruction in math; or

“(C) limated English proficiency.

“(6) SPECIFIC LEARNING DISABILITIES.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—Notwithstanding sec-
tion 607 of this Act, when determining whether
a child has a specific learning disability as de-
fined under this Act, the local educational agen-
cy shall not be requived to take into consider-
ation whether the child has a severe discrepancy
between achievement and intellectual ability in
oral expression, listening comprehension, written

expression, basic reading skill, reading com-
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prehension, mathematical caleulation, or mathe-
matical reasoning.

“(B) ADDITIONAL AUTHORITY.—In deter-
mining whether a child has a specific learning
dusability, a local educational agency may use a
process which determines if a child responds to
scientific, research-based intervention.

“(c) ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS FOR KEVALUATION
AND REEVALUATIONS.—
“(1) REVIEW OF EXISTING EVALUATION DATA.—
As part of an initial evaluation (if appropriate) and
as part of any reevaluation under this section, the
IEP Team described in subsection (d)(1)(B) and other
qualified professionals, as appropriate, shall—

“(A) review existing evaluation data on the
child, wncluding evaluations and information
provided by the parents of the child, current
classroom-based local or State assessments, and
classroom-based observations, and teacher and
related services providers observations; and

“(B) on the basis of that review, and input
from the child’s parents, identify what addi-
tional data, if any, are needed to determine—

“(1) whether the child s a child with

a disability as defined in section 602(3),
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and the educational needs of the child, or,
m case of a reevaluation of a child, whether
the child continues to have such a disability
and such educational needs;

“(in) the present levels of academic
achievement and related  developmental
needs of the child;

“(11) whether the child needs special
education and related services, or in the
case of a reevaluation of a child, whether
the child continues to need special education
and related services; and

“(w) whether any additions or modi-

fications to the special education and re-

lated services are needed to enable the child
to meet the measurable annual goals set out
m the indwidualized education program of
the child and to participate, as appropriate,

wm the general education curriculum.

“(2) SOURCE OF DATA.—The local educational

agency shall administer such assessments and other

evaluation measures as may be needed to produce the

data identified by the IEP Team wunder paragraph

(1)(B).
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“(3) PARENTAL CONSENT.—FEach local edu-
cational agency shall obtain informed parental con-
sent, 1 accordance with subsection (a)(1)(D), prior to
conducting any reevaluation of a child with a dis-
ability, except that such informed parental consent
need not be obtained if the local educational agency
can demonstrate that it had taken reasonable meas-
ures to obtain such consent and the child’s parent has
Jailed to respond.

“(4) REQUIREMENTS IF ADDITIONAL DATA ARE
NOT NEEDED.—If the IEP Team and other qualified
professionals, as appropriate, determine that no addi-
twonal data are needed to determine whether the child

“(I11) a statement of the special
education and related services and sup-
plementary aids and services, based on
peer-reviewed research to the extent
practicable, to be provided to the child,
or on behalf of the child, and a state-
ment of the program modifications or
supports for school personnel that will
be provided for the child—

“laa) to advance appro-
priately toward attaining the an-
nual goals;

“bb) to be involved wn and
make progress in the general edu-
cation curriculum in accordance
with subclause (1) and to partici-
pate in extracurricular and other
nonacademic activities; and

“(cc) to be educated and par-
ticipate with other children with

disabilities and nondisabled chil-
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dren in the activities described in

this paragraph;

“(IV) an explanation of the ex-
tent, of any, to which the child will not
participate with nondisabled children
m the reqular class and in the activi-
ties described in subclause (I11)(cc);

“(V)(aa) a statement of any indi-
vidual appropriate accommodations in
the administration of State or district-
wide assessments of student achieve-
ment that are necessary to measure the
academic achievement of the child con-
sistent with section 612(a)(16)(A)(11);

“(VII)(aa) beginning at age 14,
and updated annually, a statement of
the transition service needs of the child
under the applicable components of the
child’s TEP that focuses on the child’s
courses of study (such as participation
m advanced-placement courses or a vo-
cational education program);

“(bb) beginning at age 16 (or
younger, if determined appropriate by
the IEP Team), a statement of needed
transition services for the child, includ-
g, when appropriate, a statement of
the interagency responsibilities or any

Jore the child reaches the age of major-
ity under State law, a statement that

“(bb) how the child’s parents
will be regularly informed (by
such means as perodic report
cards), at least as often as parents
are informed of their nondisabled
children’s progress, of the suffi-
ciency of their child’s progress to-
ward the annual goals described

m subclause (11).

“(i) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Noth-
mg e this subparagraph shall be construed

to require—
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“(I) that additional information
be included in a child’s IEP beyond
what s required in this subsection;
and

“(II) the IEP Team to include in-

Jormation under one component of a

child’s IEP that is already contained

under another component of such IEP.

“(B) INDIVIDUALIZED EDUCATION PROGRAM

TEAM.—The term ‘individualized education pro-

gram team’ or ‘IEP Team’ means a group of in-
dwviduals composed of—

“(1) the parents of a child with a dis-
ability;

“(1n) a regular education teacher of
such child, but such teacher shall not be re-

“(vi) at the discretion of the parent or
the agency, other individuals who have
knowledge or special expertise regarding the

“(vir) whenever appropriate, the child

with a disability.
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“(2) REQUIREMENT THAT PROGRAM BE IN EF-

FPECT.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—At the beginning of
each school year, each local educational agency,
State educational agency, or other State agency,
as the case may be, shall have in effect, for each
child with a disability in ats jurisdiction, an in-
dwvidualized education program, as defined in
paragraph (1)(A).

“(C) REQUIREMENT WITH RESPECT TO

REGULAR EDUCATION TEACHER.—The 7"egulcw
education teacher of the child, if a member of the
IEP Team pursuant to paragraph (1)(B)(i1),

shall, to the extent appropriate, participate in
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the development of the IEP of the child, includ-

g the determination of appropriate positive be-
havioral interventions and supports, and other
strategies and the determination of supple-
mentary aids and services, program modifica-
tions, and support for school personmel consistent
with paragraph (1)(A)()(111).

“(D) IEP TEAM ATTENDANCE.—The parent
of a child with a disability and the local edu-
cational agency may jointly excuse any member
of the IEP Team from attending all or part of
an IEP meeting of they agree that the member’s
attendance is not necessary. The IEP Team shall
obtain the member’s input prior to an IEP meet-
ing from which the member is excused.

“(E) AGREEMENT ON MEETING.—In wmak-
g changes to a child’s IEP after the annual
IEP meeting, the parent of a child with a dis-
ability and the local educational agency may
agree not to reconvene the IEP team and instead
develop a written document to amend or modify
the child’s current IEP.

“(F) CONSOLIDATION OF IEP TEAM MEET-

INGS.—To the extent possible, the local edu-
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cational agency shall encourage the consolidation
of IEP Team meetings for a child.

“(iw) devising additional approaches to
providing technical assistance, such as col-
laborating with institutions of higher edu-
cation, educational service agencies, na-
twonal centers of technical assistance sup-
ported under part D, and private providers
of scientifically based technical assistance.

“(B) Direct the use of State level funds for
technical assistance on the area or areas of un-
satisfactory performance.

“(C) Each year withhold at least 20 but no
more than 50 percent of the State’s funds under
section 611(e), after providing the State the op-
portunity to show cause why the withholding
should not occur, until the Secretary determines
that sufficient progress has been made in 1m-
proving educational results for children with dis-
abilities.

“(III) the number of children with disabil-
ities, by race, ethnicity, and disability category,

quired by the Secretary.

“(f) OrHER STATE-LEVEL ACTIVITIES.—FEach State
shall use any funds it retains under subsection (d) and does
not use for administration under subsection (e)—

“(1) for support services (including establishing
and vmplementing the mediation and voluntary bind-
g arbitration process required by section 615(e)),

which may benefit children with disabilities younger
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than 3 or older than 5 as long as those services also
benefit children with disabilities aged 3 through 5;

“(2) for direct services for children eligible for
services under this section;

“(3) for activities at the State and local levels to
meet the performance goals established by the State
under section 612(a)(16) and to support vmplementa-
tion of the State plan under subpart 1 of part D if
the State receives funds under that subpart; or

“(4) to supplement other funds used to develop
and vmplement a Statewide coordinated services sys-
tem designed to improve results for children and fam-

wlies, including children with disabilities and thewr

Jamalies, but not to exceed one percent of the amount

recewved by the State under this section for a fiscal
year.

“lg) SUBGRANTS TO LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGEN-

CIES.—

“(1) SUBGRANTS REQUIRED.—FKach State that
recewves a grant under this section for any fiscal year
shall distribute all of the grant funds that it does not
reserve under subsection (d) to local educational agen-
cies in the State that have established their eligibility

under section 613, as follows:
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1 “(A) BASE PAYMENTS.—The State shall

3 (1) the amount that agency would have received

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3 through 5 residing in the area served by that agen-
cy with State and local funds, the State educational
agency may reallocate any portion of the funds under
this section that are not needed by that local agency
to provide a free appropriate public education to
other local educational agencies in the State that are
not adequately providing special education and re-

lated services to all children with disabilities aged 3

through 5 residing in the areas they serve.

“(h) PART O INAPPLICABLE.—Part C of this Act does
not apply to any child with a disability receiving a free
appropriate public education, in accordance with this part,
with funds recerved under this section.

“(1) DEFINITION.—For the purpose of this section, the
term ‘State’ means each of the 50 States, the District of
Columbia, and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.

“()) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—For the
purpose of carrying out this section, there are authorized
to be appropriated to the Secretary $500,000,000 for fiscal
year 2004 and such swms as may be necessary for each sub-

sequent fiscal year.”.
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TITLE HHI—INFANTS AND
TODDLERS WITH DISABILITIES

SEC. 301. SECTIONS 631 THROUGH 638 OF THE INDIVIDUALS
WITH DISABILITIES EDUCATION ACT.

Sections 631 through 638 of the Individuals with Dis-
abilities Education Act (20 U.S.C. 1431-1438) are amend-
ed to read as follows:

“SEC. 631. FINDINGS AND POLICY.

“(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress finds that there is an
wrgent and substantial need—

“(1) to enhance the development of infants and
toddlers with disabilities and to minimaze theiwr po-
tential for developmental delay;

“(2) to reduce the educational costs to our soci-
ety, including our Nation’s schools, by minimizing
the meed for special education and related services
after anfants and toddlers with disabilities reach
school age;

“(3) to minimize the likelihood of institutional-
wation of indwviduals with disabilities and maximaze
the potential for their independently living in society;

“(4) to enhance the capacity of families to meet
the special needs of their infants and toddlers with

disabilities; and
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“(5) to enhance the capacity of State and local

agencies and service providers to identify, evaluate,
and meet the needs of historically underrepresented
populations,  particularly — minority,  low-income,
mner-city, and rural populations.

“(b) Porioy.—It s the policy of the United States to

provide financial assistance to States—

“(1) to develop and implement a statewide, com-
prehensive,  coordinated, multidisciplinary, inter-
agency system that provides early intervention serv-
wces for anfants and toddlers with disabilities and
thewr famalies;

“(2) to facilitate the coordination of payment for
early intervention services from Federal, State, local,
and private sources (including public and private in-
surance coverage);

“(3) to enhance their capacity to provide quality
early intervention services and expand and improve
existing early intervention services being provided to
wmfants and toddlers with disabilities and their fama-
lies; and

“(4) to encourage States to expand opportunities

Jor children under 3 years of age who would be at risk

of having substantial developmental delay if they did

not recewve early itervention services.
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“SEC. 632. DEFINITIONS.

“As used in this part:

“(1) AT-RISK INFANT OR TODDLER.—The term
‘at-risk infant or toddler’ means an individual under
3 years of age who would be at risk of experiencing
a substantial developmental delay if early interven-
tion services were not provided to the individual.

“2) CounciL.—The term ‘council’ means a
State interagency coordinating council established
under section 641.

“(3) DEVELOPMENTAL DELAY.—The term ‘devel-
opmental delay’, when used with respect to an indi-
vidual residing in a State, has the meaning given
such term by the State under section 635(a)(1).

“(4) KARLY INTERVENTION SERVICES.—The term
‘early intervention services’ means developmental
services that—

“(A) are provided under public supervision;
“(B) are provided at no cost except where

Federal or State law provides for a system of

payments by famailies, including a schedule of

sliding fees;
“(C) are designed to address family-identi-

Jied priorities and concerns that are determined

by individualized family service plan team to re-
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late to enhancing the child’s development in any
one or more of the following areas—
“(1) physical development;
“(11) cognitive development;
“(11) communication development;
“(iw) social or emotional development;
or
“(v) adaptive development;

“(D) meet the standards of the State in
which they are provided, including the require-
ments of this part;

“(E) include—

“(r) family traiming, family therapy,
counseling, and home visits;

“(1n) special instruction;

“(111) speech-language pathology and
audiology services;

“(w) occupational therapy;

“(v) physical therapy;

“(vi) psychological services;

“(vi1) service coordination services;

“(viir) medical services only for diag-
nostic or evaluation purposes;

“lix) early identification, screening,

and assessment services;
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“(x) health services mecessary to enable
the infant or toddler to benefit from the
other early intervention services;

“(x1) social work services;

“(xin) vision services;

“(x111) assistive technology devices and
assistive technology services; and

“(xiv) transportation and related costs
that are mecessary to enable an infant or
toddler and the infant’s or toddler’s family
to recewve another service described in this
paragraph;

“(F) are provided by qualified personnel,

mcluding—

“(1) special educators;

“(11) speech-language pathologists and
audiologusts;

“(11) occupational therapists;

“(iv) physical therapists;

“(v) psychologists;

“(v1) social workers;

“(vit) nurses;

“(viii) registered dietitians;

“(ix) family therapists;
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“(x) vision specialists, including oph-
thalmologists and optometrists;

“(x1) orientation and mobility special-
1sts; and

“(x1r) pediatricians and other physi-
cLans;

“(4) to the maximum extent appropriate,
are provided in natural environments, including
the home, and community settings in which chil-
dren without disabilities participate; and

“CH) are provided in conformity with an
mdwidualized family service plan adopted in
accordance with section 630.

“(5) INFANT OR TODDLER WITH A DISABILITY.—
The term “infant or toddler with a disability —

“(A) means an individual under 3 years of
age who needs early intervention services because
the individual—

“(0) 1s  experiencing  developmental
delays, as measured by appropriate diag-
nostic instruments and procedures in one or
more of the areas of cognitive development,
physical development, communication devel-
opment, social or emotional development,

and adaptive development; or
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1 “(11) has a diagnosed physical or men-
2 tal condition which has a high probability
3 of resulting in developmental delay;

4 “(B) may also include, at a State’s discre-
5 tion, at-risk infants and toddlers; and

6 “(C) may also include, at a State’s discre-
7 tion, a child aged 3 through 5, who previously
8 recewved services under this part and who s eli-
9 gible for services under section 619, if—
10 “(1) services provided to this age group
11 under this part include an educational com-
12 ponent that promotes school readiness and
13 mcorporates  scientifically  based — pre-lit-
14 eracy, language, and numeracy skills; and
15 “(i) parents are provided a written
16 notification of their rights and responsibil-
17 ities in determining whether their child will
18 continue to receive services under this part
19 or participate in preschool programs as-
20 sisted under section 619.

21 “SEC. 633. GENERAL AUTHORITY.

22 “The Secretary shall, i accordance with this part,
23 make grants to States (from their allotments under section
24 643) to assist each State to maintain and implement a

25 statewide, comprehensive, coordinated, multidisciplinary,

3 “SEC. 634. ELIGIBILITY.

4 “In order to be eligible for a grant under section 633,
S a State shall provide assurances to the Secretary that the

“(3) A timely, comprehensive, multidisciplinary
evaluation of the functioning of each infant or toddler
with a disability in the State, and a family-directed
wdentification of the needs of each family of such an
mfant or toddler, to appropriately assist in the devel-
opment of the infant or toddler.

“(4) For each infant or toddler with a disability
w the State, an individualized famaily service plan in
accordance with section 630, including service coordi-
nation services i accordance with such service plan.

“(5) A comprehensive child find system, con-
sistent with part B, including a system for making
referrals to service providers that includes timelines
and provides for participation by primary referral
sources.

“(6) A public awareness program focusing on
early identification of infants and toddlers with dis-
abilities, including the preparation and dissemina-
tion by the lead agency designated or established
under paragraph (10) to all primary referral sources,
especially hospitals and physicians, of information to

be given to parents, especially to inform parents with
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premature infants, or infants with other physical risk

Jactors associated with learning or developmental

complications, on the availability of early interven-
tion services under this part and of services under
section 619 of this Act, and procedures for assisting
such sources in disseminating such information to
parents of infants and toddlers.

“(7) A central directory that includes informa-
tion on early intervention services, resources, and ex-
perts available in the State and research and dem-
onstration projects being conducted in the State.

“(8) A comprehensive system of personnel devel-
opment, including the training of paraprofessionals
and the traiming of primary referral sources respect-
g the basic components of early intervention serv-
ices available in the State that—

“(A) shall include—

“(1) implementing innovative strategies
and activities for the recruitment and reten-
tion of early education service providers;

“(1n) promoting the preparation of
early intervention providers who are fully
and appropriately qualified to provide
early intervention services under this part;

and
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“(111) training personnel to coordinate
transition services for infants and toddlers
served under this part from a program pro-
viding early intervention services under this
part and under part B (other than section
619), to a preschool program receiving
Junds under section 619, or another appro-
priate program; and
“(B) may iclude—

“(1) traiming personnel to work in
rural and inner-city areas; and

“(1n) traiming personnel in the emo-
twonal and social development of young chil-

dren.

“(9) Subject to subsection (b), policies and proce-

dures relating to the establishment and maintenance

of standards to ensure that personnel necessary to

carry out this part are appropriately and adequately

prepared and trained, including the establishment

and maintenance of standards that are consistent

with any State-approved or recognized certification,

licensing, registration, or other comparable require-

ments that apply to the area in which such personnel

are providing early intervention services.
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“(10) A single line of responsibility in a lead

agency designated or established by the Governor for

carrying out—

“(A) the general administration and super-
viston of programs and activities recewing as-
sistance under section 633, and the monitoring
of programs and activities used by the State to
carry out this part, whether or not such pro-
grams or activities are receiving assistance made
available under section 633, to ensure that the
State complies with this part;

“(B) the identification and coordination of
all available resources within the State from
Federal, State, local, and private sources;

“(C) the assignment of financial responsi-
bility in accordance with section 637(a)(2) to the
appropriate agencies;

“(D) the development of procedures to en-
sure that services are provided to infants and
toddlers with disabilities and their famalies
under this part in a timely manner pending the
resolution of any disputes among public agencies
or service providers;

“(E) the resolution of intra- and inter-

agency disputes; and
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“(F) the entry into formal interagency
agreements that define the financial responsi-

Dility of each agency for paying for early inter-

vention services (consistent with State law) and

procedures for resolving disputes and that in-
clude all additional components necessary to en-
sure meaningful cooperation and coordination.

“(11) A policy pertaining to the contracting or
making of other arrangements with service providers
to provide early intervention services in the State,
consistent with the provisions of this part, including
the contents of the application used and the condi-
tions of the contract or other arrangements.

“(12) A procedure for securing timely reimburse-
ments of funds used under this part in accordance
with section 640(a).

“(13) Procedural safequards with respect to pro-
grams under this part, as required by section 6.39.

“(14) A system for compiling data requested by
the Secretary under section 618 that relates to this
part.

“(15) A State interagency coordinating council
that meets the requirements of section 641.

“(16) Policies and procedures to ensure that,

consistent with section 636(d)(5)—
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“(4) to the maximum extent appropriate,
early intervention services are provided in nat-
wral environments; and

“(B) the provision of early intervention
services for any infant or toddler occurs in a set-
ting other than a natural environment only
when early intervention cannot be achieved satis-
Jactorily for the infant or toddler in a natural
environment.

“(b) PoLicy.—In implementing subsection (a)(9), a
State may adopt a policy that includes making ongoing
good-faith efforts to recruit and hire appropriately and ade-
quately trained personnel to provide early intervention
services to infants and toddlers with disabilities, including,
m a geographic area of the State where there is a shortage
of such personnel, the most qualified imdividuals available
who are making satisfactory progress toward completing
applicable course work necessary to meet the standards de-
scribed in subsection (a)(9), consistent with State law with-
m 3 years.

“(c) TREATMENT OF CHILDREN AGED 3 THROUGIH

“(1) IN GENERAL.—If a State includes children
described in section 632(5)(C) in the system described

m section 633, the State shall be considered to have
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Julfilled any obligation under part B with respect to

the provision of a free appropriate public education
to those children during the period in which they are

receiving services under this part.

9 “SEC. 636. INDIVIDUALIZED FAMILY SERVICE PLAN.

10 “la) ASSESSMENT AND PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT.—A
11 statewide system described in section 633 shall provide, at
12 a minimum, for each infant or toddler with a disability,

13 and the infant’s or toddler’s family, to receive—

14 “(1) a multidisciplinary — assessment of  the
15 unique strengths and needs of the infant or toddler
16 and the identification of services appropriate to meet
17 such needs;

18 “(2) a family-directed assessment of the re-
19 sources, priorities, and concerns of the family and the
20 wdentification of the supports and services necessary
21 to enhance the family’s capacity to meet the develop-
22 mental needs of the infant or toddler; and

23 “(3) a written individualized family service plan
24 developed by a multidisciplinary team, including the
25 parents, as required by subsection (e), including a de-
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seription of the appropriate transition services for the

child’s entrance in school.

“(b) PERIODIC REVIEW.—The individualized famaily
service plan shall be evaluated once a year and the famaly
shall be provided a review of the plan at 6-month intervals
(or more often where appropriate based on infant or toddler
and family needs).

“(¢) PROMPTNESS AFTER ASSESSMENT.—The individ-
ualized family service plan shall be developed within a rea-
sonable time after the assessment required by subsection
(a)(1) 1is completed. With the parents’ consent, early inter-
vention services may commence prior to the completion of
the assessment.

“(d) CONTENT OF PLAN.—The individualized famaily
service plan shall be in writing and contain—

“(1) a statement of the infant’s or toddler’s
present levels of physical development, cognitive devel-
opment, communication development, social or emo-
twonal development, and adaptive development, based
on objective criteria;

“(2) a statement of the family’s resources, prior-
ities, and concerns relating to enhancing the develop-
ment of the family’s infant or toddler with a dis-

ability;
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“(3) a statement of the major goals expected to
be achieved for the infant or toddler and the famaily,
mcluding pre-literacy and language skills, as develop-
mentally appropriate for the child, and the criteria,
procedures, and timelines used to determine the degree
to which progress toward achieving the goals s being
made and whether modifications or revisions of the
goals or services are necessarys;

“(4) a statement of specific early intervention
services based on peer-reviewed research, to the extent
practicable, necessary to meet the unique needs of the
mfant or toddler and the family, including the fire-
quency, intensity, and method of delivering services;

“(5) a statement of the natural environments in
which early intervention services will appropriately
be provided, including a justification of the extent, if
any, to which the services will not be provided in a
natural environment;

“(6) the projected dates for imitiation of services
and the anticipated length, duration, and frequency
of the services;

“(7) the identification of the service coordinator

Jrom the profession most vmmediately relevant to the

mfant’s or toddler’s or family’s needs (or who is oth-

erwise qualified to carry out all applicable respon-
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sibilities under this part) who will be responsible for

the vmplementation of the plan and coordination with

other agencies and persons, including transition serv-
vces; and

“(8) the steps to be taken to support the transi-
tion of the toddler with a disability to preschool or
other appropriate services.

“le) PARENTAL CONSENT.—The contents of the indi-
vidualized family service plan shall be fully explained to
the parents and informed written consent from the parents
shall be obtained prior to the provision of early intervention
services described in such plan. If the parents do not pro-
vide consent with respect to a particular early intervention
service, then only the early intervention services to which
consent 1s obtained shall be provided.

“SEC. 637. STATE APPLICATION AND ASSURANCES.

“la) APPLICATION.—A State desiring to receiwve a
grant under section 633 shall submit an application to the
Secretary at such time and in such manner as the Secretary
may reasonably require. The application shall contain—

“(1) a designation of the lead agency in the

State that will be responsible for the admainistration

of funds provided under section 633;
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“(2) a designation of an individual or entity re-
sponsible for assigning financial responsibility among
appropriate agencies;

the Secretary may reasonably require.

“(b) ASSURANCES.—The application described in sub-

section (a)—

“(1) shall provide satisfactory assurance that
Federal funds made available under section 643 to the
State will be expended in accordance with this part;

“(2) shall contain an assurance that the State
will comply with the requirements of section 640;

“(3) shall provide satisfactory assurance that the
control of funds provided under section 643, and title
to property derived from those funds, will be in a
public agency for the uses and purposes provided in
this part and that a public agency will administer
such funds and property;

“(4) shall provide for—

“(A) making such reports in such form and
containing such information as the Secretary
may require to carry out the Secretary’s func-
tions under this part; and

“(B) keeping such records and affording

such access to them as the Secretary may find
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necessary — to ensure the  correctness —and

verification of those reports and proper disburse-

ment of Federal funds under this part;

“(5) provide satisfactory assurance that Federal
Junds made available under section 643 to the
State—

“(4) wnll not be commingled with State

SJunds; and

“(B) unll be used so as to supplement the
level of State and local funds expended for in-

Jants and toddlers with disabilities and thewr

Jamalies and in no case to supplant those State

and local funds;

“(6) shall provide satisfactory assurance that
such fiscal control and fund accounting procedures
will be adopted as may be necessary to ensure proper
disbursement of, and accounting for, Federal funds
paid under section 643 to the State;

“(7) shall provide satisfactory assurance that
policies and procedures have been adopted to ensure
meaningful involvement of underserved groups, in-
cluding mainority, low-income, and rural famailies, in
the planning and 1mplementation of all the require-

ments of this part; and
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“(8) shall contain such other information and
assurances as the Secretary may reasonably requive
by regulation.

“(¢) STANDARD FOR DISAPPROVAL OF APPLICATION.—
The Secretary may not disapprove such an application un-
less the Secretary determines, after notice and opportunity
Jor a hearing, that the application fails to comply with the
requirements of this section.

“(d) SUBSEQUENT STATE APPLICATION.—If a State
has on file with the Secretary a policy, procedure, or assur-
ance that demonstrates that the State meets a requirement
of this section, including any policy or procedure filed
under this part (as in effect before the date of the enactment
of the Improving Education Results for Children With Dis-
abilities Act of 2003), the Secretary shall consider the State
to have met the requirement for purposes of receiving a

grant under this part.

“(e) MODIFICATION OF APPLICATION.—An application
submitted by a State in accordance with this section shall
remain in effect until the State submits to the Secretary
such modifications as the State determines necessary. This
section shall apply to a modification of an application to

the same extent and wn the same manner as this section

applies to the original application.
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“(f)  MODIFICATIONS REQUIRED BY THE SEC-
RETARY.—The Secretary may require a State to modify its
application under this section, but only to the extent nec-
essary to ensure the State’s compliance with this part, i1f—
“(1) an amendment 1is made to this Act, or a

Federal requlation issued under this Act;

“(A) PARENTS.—At least 20 percent of the
members shall be parents of infants or toddlers
with disabilities or children with disabilities
aged 12 or younger, with knowledge of, or experi-
ence with, programs for infants and toddlers

with disabilities. At least one such member shall
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be a parent of an infant or toddler with a dis-
ability or a child with a disability aged 6 or
younger.

“(B) SERVICE PROVIDERS.—At least 20
percent of the members shall be public or private
providers of early intervention services.

“(C) STATE LEGISLATURE.—At least one
member shall be from the State legislature.

“(D) PERSONNEL PREPARATION.—At least
one member shall be involved in personnel prepa-
ration.

“(E) AGENCY FOR EARLY INTERVENTION
SERVICES.—At least one member shall be from
each of the State agencies involved in the provi-
sion of, or payment for, early intervention serv-
1ces to infants and toddlers with disabilities and
thewr famailies and shall have sufficient authority
to engage in policy planning and implementa-
tiwon on behalf of such agencies.

“(F) AGENCY FOR PRESCHOOL SERVICES.—
At least one member shall be from the State edu-
cational agency responsible for preschool services
to children with disabilities and shall have suffi-
cient authority to engage in policy planning and

mmplementation on behalf of such agency.
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“(G) AGENCY FOR HEALTH INSURANCE.—At
least one member shall be from the agency re-
sponsible for the State governance of health in-
ponsibl the State ¢ healtl
surance.

“(H) HEAD START AGENCY.—At least one
representative from a Head Start agency or pro-
gram in the State.

“(1) CHILD CARE AGENCY.—At least one
representative from a State agency responsible
Jor child care.

“(J) MENTAL HEALTH AGENCY.—ALl least
one representative from the State agency respon-
sible for children’s mental health.

“(K) CHILD WELFARE AGENCY.—At least
one representative from the State agency respon-
sible for chald protective services.

“(L) OFFICE OF THE COORDINATOR FOR
THE EDUCATION OF HOMELESS CHILDREN AND
YoUTH.—At least one representative designated
by the Office of the Coordinator.

“(2) OTHER MEMBERS.—The council may in-

clude other members selected by the Governor, includ-
mg a representative from the Bureaw of Indian Af-

Jairs, or where there is no BIA-operated or BIA-fund-
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ed school, from the Indian Health Service or the tribe

or tribal council.

“(c) MEETINGS.—The council shall meet at least quar-
terly and in such places as it deems necessary. The meetings
shall be publicly announced, and, to the extent appropriate,
open and accessible to the general public.

“(d) MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY.—Subject to the ap-
proval of the Governor, the council may prepare and ap-
prove a budget using funds under this part to conduct hear-
mgs and forums, to reimburse members of the council for
reasonable and necessary expenses for attending council
meetings and performing council duties (including child
care for parent representatives), to pay compensation to a
member of the council if the member is not employed or
must forfeit wages from other employment when performing
official council business, to hire staff, and to obtain the serv-
1ees of such professional, technical, and clerical personnel
as may be mecessary to carry out its functions under this
part.

“(e) FUNCTIONS OF COUNCIL.—

“(1) DUTIES.—The council shall—

“(A) adwvise and assist the lead agency des-
wgnated or established under section 635(a)(10)
m  the performance of the responsibilities set

Jorth in such section, particularly the identifica-
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twon of the sources of fiscal and other support for

services for early intervention programs, assign-

ment of financial responsibility to the appro-
priate agency, and the promotion of the inter-
agency agreements;

“(B) advise and assist the lead agency in
the preparation of applications and amendments
thereto;

“(C) advise and assist the State educational
agency regarding the transition of toddlers with
disabilities to preschool and other appropriate
services; and

“(D) prepare and submit an annual report
to the Governor and to the Secretary on the sta-
tus of early intervention programs for infants
and toddlers with disabilities and thewr families
operated within the State.

“(2) AUTHORIZED ACTIVITY.—The council may
advise and assist the lead agency and the State edu-
cational agency regarding the provision of appro-
priate services for children from birth through age 5.
The council may advise appropriate agencies in the
State with respect to the integration of services for in-
Jants and toddlers with disabilities and at-risk in-

fants and toddlers and thewr families, regardless of
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whether at-risk infants and toddlers are eligible for
early intervention services in the State.
“(f) CONFLICT OF INTEREST.—No member of the coun-

cil shall cast a vote on any matter that would provide direct

financial benefit to that member or otherwise give the ap-

pearance of a conflict of interest under State law.
“SEC. 642. FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION.

“Sections 616, 617, and 618 shall, to the extent not
mconsistent with this part, apply to the program author-
wzed by this part, except that—

“(1) any reference in such sections to a State
educational agency shall be considered to be a ref-
erence to a State’s lead agency established or des-
ignated under section 635(a)(10);

“(2) any reference in such sections to a local
educational agency, educational service agency, or a
State agency shall be considered to be a reference to
an early ntervention service provider under this
part; and

“(3) any reference to the education of children
with disabilities or the education of all children with
disabilities shall be considered to be a reference to the
provision of appropriate early intervention services to

mfants and toddlers with disabilities.
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“SEC. 643. ALLOCATION OF FUNDS.

“la) RESERVATION OF FUNDS FOR OUTLYING

“(1) IN GENERAL.—From the sums appropriated
to carry out this part for any fiscal year, the Sec-
retary may reserve up to one percent for payments to
Guam, American Samoa, the Virgin Islands, and the
Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands in
accordance with their respective needs.

“(2) CONSOLIDATION OF FUNDS.—The provisions
of Public Law 95—134, permitting the consolidation of
grants to the outlying areas, shall not apply to funds
those areas receive under this part.

“(b) PAYMENTS TO INDIANS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall, subject
to this subsection, make payments to the Secretary of
the Interior to be distributed to tribes, tribal organi-
zations (as defined under section 4 of the Indian Self-
Determination and Education Assistance Act), or
consortia of the above entities for the coordination of
assistance 1n the provision of early intervention serv-
tces by the States to infants and toddlers with disabil-
tties and thewr families on reservations served by ele-
mentary and secondary schools for Indian children
operated or funded by the Department of the Interior.

The amount of such payment for any fiscal year shall
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be 1.25 percent of the aggregate of the amount avail-
able to all States under this part for such fiscal year.

“(2) ALLOCATION.—For each fiscal year, the Sec-
retary of the Interior shall distribute the entire pay-
ment received under paragraph (1) by providing to
each tribe, tribal organization, or consortium an
amount based on the number of infants and toddlers
residing on the reservation, as determined annually,
dwided Dy the total number of such children served by
all tribes, tribal organizations, or consortia.

“(3) INFORMATION—To receive a payment
under this subsection, the tribe, tribal organmization,
or consortium shall submit such information to the
Secretary of the Interior as is needed to determine the
amounts to be distributed under paragraph (2).

“(4) USE OF FUNDS.—The funds received by a
tribe, tribal organization, or consortium shall be used
to assist States in child find, screening, and other
procedures for the early identification of Indian chil-
dren under 3 years of age and for parent training.
Such funds may also be used to provide early inter-
vention services in accordance with this part. Such
actwities may be carried out dirvectly or through con-
tracts or cooperative agreements with the BIA, local

educational agencies, and other public or private non-
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profit organizations. The tribe, tribal organization, or
consortium 1s encouraged to involve Indian parents
m the development and implementation of these ac-
twities. The above entities shall, as appropriate, make
referrals to local, State, or Federal entities for the
provision of services or further diagnosis.

“(5) REPORTS.—To be eligible to receive a grant
under paragraph (2), a tribe, tribal organization, or
consortium shall make an annual report to the Sec-
retary of the Interior of activities undertaken under
this subsection, including the number of contracts and
cooperative agreements entered into, the number of
children contacted and recerving services for each
year, and the estimated number of children needing
services during the year following the year in which
the report is made. The Secretary of the Interior shall
melude a summary of this information on an annual
basis to the Secretary of Education along with such
other information as required wunder  section
611(h)(3)(E). The Secretary of Education may re-
quire any additional information from the Secretary
of the Interior.

“(6) PROHIBITED USES OF FUNDS.—None of the
Junds under this subsection may be used by the Sec-

retary of the Interior for administrative purposes, in-
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cluding child count, and the provision of technical as-
sistance.
“(c) STATE ALLOTMENTS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Euxcept as provided in para-
graphs (2) and (3) from the funds remaining for each
fiscal year after the reservation and payments under
subsections (a) and (b), the Secretary shall first allot
to each State an amount that bears the same ratio to
the amount of such remainder as the number of in-
Jants and toddlers in the State bears to the number
of infants and toddlers in all States.

“(2) MINIMUM ALLOTMENTS.—FEzxcept as pro-
vided in paragraph (3) no State shall receive an
amount under this section for any fiscal year that is
less than the greater of—

“(A) one-half of one percent of the remain-
g amount described in paragraph (1); or

“(B) $500,000.

“(3) RATABLE REDUCTION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—If the sums made avail-
able under this part for any fiscal year are in-
sufficient to pay the full amounts that all States
are eligible to receive under this subsection for
such year, the Secretary shall ratably reduce the

allotments to such States for such year.
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“(B) ADDITIONAL FUNDS.—If additional
Junds become available for making payments
under this subsection for a fiscal year, allotments
that were reduced under subparagraph (A) shall
be increased on the same basis they were reduced.
“(4) DEFINITIONS.—For the purpose of this sub-

section—

“(A) the terms “infants’ and ‘toddlers’ mean
children under 3 years of age; and

“(B) the term ‘State’ means each of the 50
States, the District of Columbia, and the Com-
monwealth of Puerto Rico.

“(d) REALLOTMENT OF FUNDS.—If a State elects not
to recewe its allotment under subsection (¢), the Secretary
shall reallot, among the remaining States, amounts from
such State in accordance with such subsection.

“SEC. 644. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

“For the purpose of carrying out this part, there are

authorized to be appropriated $447,000,000 for fiscal year

2004 and such sums as may be necessary for each of the

21 fiscal years 2005 through 2009.”.

“(B) clearly define, in objective, measurable
terms, the school and post-school results that
children with disabilities are expected to achieve;

“(C) promote transition services, as de-
seribed in section 602(31), and coordinate State
and local education, social, health, wmental
health, and other services, to address the full

range of student needs, particularly the needs of
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children with disabilities who need significant

levels of support to participate and learn in

school and the communaity.

“(5) The avarlability of an adequate number of
qualified personnel 1s critical i order to serve effec-
twely children with disabilities, fill leadership posi-
tions i administrative and direct-service capacities,
provide teacher training, and conduct high-quality re-
search to 1mprove special education.

“(6) High-quality, comprehensive professional
development programs are essential to ensure that the
persons responsible for the education or transition of
children with disabilities possess the skills and knowl-
edge necessary to address the educational and related
needs of those children.

“(7) Models of professional development should
be scientifically based and reflect successful practices,
mcluding strategies for recruiting, preparing, and re-
tarning personnel.

“(8) Continued support is essential for the devel-
opment and maintenance of a coordinated and high-
quality program of research to inform successful
teaching practices and model curricula for educating

children with disabilities.
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“(9) A comprehensive research agenda should be
established and pursued to promote the highest qual-
ity and rigor in research on special education and re-

lated services, and to address the full range of issues

Jacing children with disabilities, parents of children

with disabilities, school personnel, and others.

“(10) Technical assistance, support, and dissemi-
nation actiwities are necessary to ensure that parts B
and C are fully implemented and achieve quality
early ntervention, educational, and transitional re-
sults for children with disabilities and thewr famailies.

“(11) Parents, teachers, administrators, and re-
lated services personnel need technical assistance and
mformation i a timely, coordinated, and accessible
manmner in order to improve early intervention, edu-
cational, and transitional services and rvesults at the
State and local levels for children with disabilities
and thewr families.

“(12) Parent training and information activities
assist parents of a child with a disability in dealing
with the multiple pressures of parenting such a child
and are of particular vmportance in—

“(A) creating and preserving constructive
relationships between parents of children with

disabilities and schools by facilitating open com-
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munication between such parents and schools,
encouraging dispute resolution at the earliest
point in time possible, and discouraging the es-
calation of an adversarial process between such
parents and schools;

“(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall make competi-
twe grants to, or enter into contracts or cooperative agree-
ments with, eligible entities including regional resource cen-
ters and clearinghouses to provide technical assistance, sup-
port model demonstration projects, disseminate useful infor-
mation, and implement activities that are supported by sci-
entifically based research.

“(b) REQUIRED ACTIVITIES.—Funds received under
this section shall be used to support activities to improve
services provided under this Act, including the practices of
professionals and others involved in providing such services
to children with disabilities, that promote academic
achievement and improve results for children with disabil-

ities through—
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“(1) implementing effective strategies for ad-
dressing inappropriate behavior of students with dis-
abilities in schools, including strategies to prevent

children with emotional and behavioral problems

Jrom developing emotional disturbances that require

the provision of special education and related services;

“(2) amproving the alignment, compatibility,
and development of valid and reliable assessments
and alternate assessments for assessing adequate year-
ly progress, as described under section 1111(b)(2)(B)
of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of
1965;

“(3) providing training for both reqular edu-
cation teachers and special education teachers to ad-
dress the meeds of students with different learning
styles;

“(4) adentifying innovative, effective, and effi-
cient curricula designs, instructional approaches, and
strategies, and identifying positive academic and so-
cial learning opportunities, that—

“(A) provide effective transitions between
educational settings or from school to post school
settings; and

“(B) wmprove educational and transitional

results at all levels of the educational system in
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which the activities are carried out and, in par-

ticular, that wmprove the progress of children

with disabilities, as measured by assessments
within  the general education curriculum in-
volved; and

“(5) demonstrating and applying scientifically
based findings to facilitate systemic changes, related
to the provision of services to children with disabil-
ities, in policy, procedure, practice, and the training
and use of personnel.

“(c) AUTHORIZED ACTIVITIES.—Activities that may
be carried out under this section include activities to im-
prove services provided under this Act, including the prac-
tices of professionals and others involved in providing such
services to chaldren with disabilities, that promote academic
achievement and improve results for children with disabil-
ities through—

“(1) applying and testing research findings in
typical service settings to determine the usefulness, ef-
Jectweness, and general applicability of such research
findings in such areas as improving instructional
methods, curricula, and tools, such as textbooks and
media;

“(2) supporting and promoting the coordination

of early intervention and educational services for chil-
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dren with disabilities with services provided by
health, rehabilitation, and social service agencies;

“(3) promoting improved alignment and com-
patibility of general and special education reforms
concerned with curricular and instructional reform,
and evaluation of such reforms;

“(4) enabling professionals, parents of children
with disabilities, and other persons to learn about,
and implement, the findings of scientifically based re-
search, and successful practices developed in model
demonstration projects, relating to the provision of
services to children with disabilities;

“(5) conducting outreach, and disseminating in-

Jormation, relating to successful approaches to over-

coming systemic barriers to the effective and efficient
delwery of early intervention, educational, and tran-
sittonal services to personnel who provide services to
children with disabilities;

“(6) assisting States and local educational agen-
cies with the process of planning systemic changes
that will promote improved early intervention, edu-
cational, and transitional results for children with
disabilities;

“(7) promoting change through a multistate or

regional framework that benefits States, local edu-
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cational agencies, and other participants in partner-
ships that are wn the process of achieving systemic-
change outcomes;

“(8) focusing on the needs and issues that are
specific to a population of children with disabilities,
such as the provision of single-State and multi-State
technical assistance and in-service traiming—

“(A) to schools and agencies serving deaf-
blind children and thewr families;

“(B) to programs and agencies serving other
groups of children with low-incidence disabilities
and thewr famalies;

“(C) addressing the postsecondary education
needs of indwiduals who are deaf or hard-of-
hearing; and

“(D) to schools and personnel providing
special education and related services for chil-
dren with autism spectrum disorders;

“(9) demonstrating models of personnel prepara-
tion to ensure appropriate placements and services for
all students and reduce disproportionality in eligi-
Dility, placement, and disciplinary actions for minor-

ity and limated English proficient children; and
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“(10) disseminating information on how to re-
duce racial and ethnic disproportionalities identified
under section 618.

“(d) BALANCE AMONG ACTIVITIES AND AGE
RANGES.—In carrying outl this section, the Secretary shall
ensure that there is an appropriate balance across all age
ranges of children with disabilities.

“(e) LINKING STATES TO INFORMATION SOURCES.—
In carrying out this section, the Secretary shall support
projects that link States to technical assistance resources,
meluding  special  education and  general education re-
sources, and shall make research and related products avail-
able through libraries, electronic networks, parent training
projects, and other information sources, including through
the activities of the National Center for Evaluation and Re-
gronal Assistance established under the Education Sciences
Reform Act.

“(f) APPLICATIONS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—An eligible entity that wish-
es to recewe a grant, or enter into a contract or coop-
erative agreement, under this section shall submit an
application to the Secretary at such time, in such
manner, and containing such information as the Sec-

retary may require.
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“(2) STANDARDS.—To the maximum extent fea-
sible, each applicant shall demonstrate that the
project described in its application 1s supported by
scientifically valid research that has been carried out
m accordance with the standards for the conduct and
evaluation of all relevant research and development
established by the National Center for Education Re-
search.

“(3) PRIORITY.—As appropriate, the Secretary
shall giwve priovity to applications that propose to
serve teachers and school personnel dirvectly in the

school environment.

“SEC. 665. PERSONNEL PREPARATION PROGRAMS TO IM-

PROVE SERVICES AND RESULTS FOR CHIL-
DREN WITH DISABILITIES.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall, on a competi-

twe basis, make grants to, or enter into contracts or cooper-

atwe agreements with, eligible entities—

“(1) to help address State-identified needs for
qualified personnel in special education, related serv-
ices, early intervention, and regular education, to
work with children with disabilities;

“(2) to ensure that those personnel have the nec-

essary skills and knowledge, derived from practices
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that have been determined, through scientifically valid
research, to be successful in serving those children;

“(3) to encourage increased focus on academics
and core content areas in special education personnel
preparation programs;

“(4) to ensure that regular education teachers
have the necessary skills and knowledge to provide in-
struction to students with disabilities in the regular
education classroom;

“(5) to provide high-quality professional develop-
ment for principals, superintendents, and other ad-
manistrators, including training in—

“(A) instructional leadership;

“(B) behavioral supports in the school and
classroom;

“(C) paperwork reduction,

“(D) promoting 1mproved collaboration be-
tween special education and general education
teachers;

“(E) assessment and accountability;

“(F) ensuring effective learning environ-
ments; and

“(G) fostering positive relationships with

parents; and
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“(6) to ensure that all special education teachers
teaching i core academic subjects are highly quali-
fied.

“(b) PERSONNEL PREPARATION; AUTHORIZED ACTIVI-
TIES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—In carrying out this section,
the Secretary shall support activities, including ac-
twities for high-incidence and low-incidence disabil-
itves, consistent with the objectives described in sub-
section (a).

“(2) AUTHORIZED ACTIVITIES.—Activities that
may be carried out under this subsection include the
Jollowing:

“(A) Promoting activities undertaken by in-
stitutions of hagher education, local educational
agencies, and other local entities—

“(1) to improve and reform their exist-

g programs, and to support effective exist-

mg programs, to prepare teachers and re-

lated services personnel—
“(I) to meet the diverse needs of
children with — disabilities  for early
tervention, educational, and transi-

tronal services; and
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“(II) to work collaboratively in

reqular classroom settings; and

“(1) to incorporate best practices and

scientifically  based — research —about pre-

paring personnel—

“(I) so they will have the knowl-
edge and skills to tmprove educational
results for children with disabilities;
and

“(II) so they can 1mplement effec-
twe teaching strategies and interven-
tions to ensure appropriate identifica-
tion, and to prevent the
masidentification or overidentification,
of children as having a disability, espe-
cially manority and limited English

proficient children.

“(B) Developing, evaluating, and dissemi-

nating imnovative models for the recruitment, in-

duction,

retention, and assessment of highly

qualified teachers to reduce shortages in per-

sonnel.

“(C) Developing and improving programs

Jor paraprofessionals to assist in the provision of

special education, related services, and early
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wtervention services, including interdisciplinary
training to enable them to improve early inter-
vention, educational, and transitional results for
children with disabilities.

“(D) Demonstrating models for the prepara-
tion of, and interdisciplinary training of, early
mtervention, special education, and general edu-
cation personnel, to enable the personnel to ac-
quire the collaboration skills necessary to work
withan teams to vmprove results for children with
dusabilities, particularly within the general edu-
cation curriculum.

“(KE) Promoting the transferability, across
State and local jurisdictions, of licensure and
certification of teachers and administrators
working with such children.

“(F) Developing and disseminating models
that prepare teachers with strategies, including
behavioral interventions, for addressing the con-
duct of children with disabilities that impedes
their learning and that of others in the class-
room.

“(G) Developing and improving programs
to enhance the ability of general education teach-

ers, principals, school administrators, and school
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board members to 1mprove results for children

with disabilities.

“(H) Supporting institutions of higher edu-
cation with minority enrollments of at least 25
percent for the purpose of preparing personnel to
work with children with disabilities.

“(I) Developing and improving programs to
train special education teachers with an exper-
tise in autism spectrum disorders.

“(c¢) LOW-INCIDENCE DISABILITIES; AUTHORIZED AC-
TIVITIES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—In carrying out this section,
the Secretary shall support activities, consistent with
the objectives described in subsection (a), that benefit
children with low-incidence disabilities.

“(2) AUTHORIZED ACTIVITIES.—Activities that
may be carried out under this subsection include ac-
tivities such as the following:

“(A) Preparing persons who—

“(1) have prior training in educational
and other related service fields; and

“(1n) are studying to obtain degrees,
certificates, or licensure that wunll enable
them to assist children with low-incidence

disabilities to achieve the objectives set out
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wm thewr mdividualized education programs

described in section 614(d), or to assist in-

fants and toddlers with low incidence dis-
abilities to achieve the outcomes described

e thewr individualized family service plans

described in section 630.

“(B) Providing personnel from various dis-
ciplines with interdisciplinary training that will
contribute to improvement in early intervention,
educational, and transitional results for children
with low-incidence disabilities.

“(C) Preparing personnel in the innovative
uses and application of technology to enhance
learning by children with low-incidence disabil-
ities through early intervention, educational, and
transitional services.

“(D) Preparing personnel who provide serv-
1ces to visually 1mpaired or blind children to
teach and use Braille in the provision of services
to such children.

“(E) Preparing personnel who provide serv-
1ces to deaf and hard-of-hearing children by pro-
viding direct language and communication ac-

cess to the general education curriculum through
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spoken or signed languages, or other modes of

communication.

“(F) Preparing personnel to be qualified
educational interpreters, to assist children with
low-incidence disabilities, particularly deaf and
hard-of-hearing children in school and school-re-
lated activities and deaf and hard-of-hearing in-
Jants and toddlers and preschool children in
early intervention and preschool programs.

“(3) DEFINITION.—As used in this section, the
term ‘low-incidence disability’ means—

“(A) a visual or hearing imparrment, or si-
multaneous visual and hearing impairments;

“(B) a significant cognitive impairment; or

“(C) any impairment for which a small
number of personnel with highly specialized
skills and knowledge are needed in order for chil-
dren with that 1mpairment to recewve early
mtervention services or a free appropriate public
education.

“(4) SELECTION OF RECIPIENTS.—In selecting
recipients under this subsection, the Secretary may
gwe preference to applications that propose to pre-
pare personnel in more than one low-incidence dis-

ability, such as deafness and blindness.
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“(5) PREPARATION IN USE OF BRAILLE.—The
Secretary shall ensure that all recipients of assistance
under this subsection who will use that assistance to
prepare personnel to provide services to visually 1m-
paired or blind children that can appropriately be
provided in Braille will prepare those individuals to
provide those services in Braaille.

“(d) LEADERSHIP PREPARATION; AUTHORIZED AcC-

TIVITIES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—In carrying out this section,
the Secretary shall support leadership preparation ac-
twvities that are consistent with the objectives de-
sceribed in subsection (a).

“(2) AUTHORIZED ACTIVITIES.—Activities that
may be carried out under this subsection include ac-
twities such as the following:

“(A) Preparing personnel at the graduate,
doctoral, and postdoctoral levels of training to
administer, enhance, or provide services to im-
prove results for children with disabilities.

“(B) Providing interdisciplinary training
Jor various types of leadership personnel, includ-
g teacher preparation faculty, related services
Jaculty, administrators, researchers, supervisors,

principals, and other persons whose work affects
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early intervention, educational, and transitional

services for children with disabilities.
“(e) APPLICATIONS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL—Any eligible entity that
wishes to recewe a grant, or enter into a contract or
cooperative agreement, under this section shall submit
an application to the Secretary at such time, in such
manner, and containing such information as the Sec-
retary may require.

“(2) IDENTIFIED STATE NEEDS.—

“(A) REQUIREMENT TO ADDRESS IDENTI-

FIED NEEDS.—Any application under subsection

(b), (c), or (d) shall include information dem-

onstrating to the satisfaction of the Secretary

that the activities described in the application
will address needs identified by the State or

States the applicant proposes to serve.

“(B) COOPERATION WITH STATE EDU-

CATIONAL AGENCIES.—Any applicant that is not

a local educational agency or a State edu-

cational agency shall include information dem-

onstrating to the satisfaction of the Secretary
that the applicant and one or more State edu-

cational agencies or local educational agencies
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will cooperate i carrying out and monitoring

the project.

“(3) ACCEPTANCE BY STATES OF PERSONNEL
PREPARATION REQUIREMENTS.—The Secretary may
require applicants to provide assurances from one or
more States that such States—

“(A) intend to accept successful completion
of the proposed personnel preparation program
as meeting State personnel standards or other re-
quirements in State law or requlation for serving
children with disabilities or serving infants and
toddlers with disabilities; and

“(B) need personnel in the area or areas in
whach the applicant proposes to provide prepara-
tion, as identified wn the States’ comprehensive
systems of personnel development under parts B
and C.

“(f) SELECTION OF RECIPIENTS.—

“(1) IMPACT OF PROJECT.—In selecting recipi-
ents under this section, the Secretary shall consider
the impact of the project proposed in the application
m meeting the need for personnel identified by the
States.

“(2) REQUIREMENT ON APPLICANTS TO MEET

STATE AND PROFESSIONAL STANDARDS.—The Sec-
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retary shall make grants under this section only to el-
1gible applicants that meet State and professionally
recognized standards for the preparation of special
education and related services personnel, if the pur-
pose of the project is to assist personnel in obtaining
degrees.

“(3) PREFERENCES.—In selecting recipients
under this section, the Secretary may—

“(A) give preference to institutions of higher
education that are educating regular education
personnel to meet the needs of children with dis-
abilities in antegrated settings and educating
special education personnel to work in collabora-
tion with regular educators in integrated set-
tings; and

“(B) give preference to institutions of higher
education that are successfully recruiting and
preparing mdiwviduals with disabilities and indi-
viduals from groups that are underrepresented in
the profession for which they are preparing indi-
viduals.

“(g) SERVICE OBLIGATION.—
“(1) IN GENERAL—FEach application for funds
under subsections (b) and (c¢) shall include an assur-

ance that the applicant wnill ensure that individuals
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who recewe a scholarship under the proposed project
will subsequently provide special education and re-
lated services to children with disabilities for a period
of 2 years for every year for which assistance was re-
cewed or repay all or part of the cost of that assist-
ance, 1 accordance with requlations issued by the
Secretary.

“(2) LEADERSHIP PREPARATION.

FEach appli-
cation for funds under subsection (d) shall include an
assurance that the applicant will ensure that individ-
uals who receive a scholarship under the proposed
project will subsequently perform work related to their
preparation for a period of 2 years for every year for
which assistance was receiwved or repay all or part of
such costs, i accordance with requlations issued by
the Secretary.

“(h) ScHOLARSHIPS.—The Secretary may include

Sfunds for scholarships, with necessary stipends and allow-
ances, 1n awards under subsections (b), (¢), and (d).

“SEC. 666. STUDIES AND EVALUATIONS.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—

“(1) PROGRESS ASSESSMENT.—The Secretary
shall, wn accordance with the priorities determined
under this section and in section 663, directly or

through competitive grants, contracts, or cooperative
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agreements, assess the progress in the implementation
of this Act, including the effectiveness of State and
local efforts to provide—

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State educational agencies and local edu-
cational agencies through their activities to
reform policies, procedures, and practices
designed to improve educational and transi-
tional services and results for children with
disabilities.

“(1n) An analysis of State and local
needs for professional development, parent
training, and other appropriate activities
that can reduce the need for disciplinary
actions involving children with disabilities.

“(11) An assessment of educational
and transitional services and results for
children with disabilities  from minority
backgrounds, including—

“(I) data on—

“laa) the number of minority
children who are referred for spe-
cial education evaluation;

“(bb) the number of minority
children who are receiving special
education and related services and
thewr educational or other service

placement;
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“(cc) the number of minority
children who graduated from sec-
ondary programs with a reqular
diploma i the standard number
of years; and

“(dd) the number of minority
children who drop out of the edu-
cational system without a reqular
diploma; and

“(II) the performance of children
with disabilities from minority back-
grounds on State assessments and other
performance indicators established for
all students.

“tiw) A measurement of educational
and transitional services and results of chil-
dren with disabilities served under this Act,
mcluding longitudinal studies that—

“(I)  examine educational and
transitional  services and results for
children with disabilities who are 3
through 17 years of age and are receiv-
g special education and related serv-

ices under this Act, using a national,
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representative sample of distinet age
cohorts and disability categories; and
“(II) examine educational results,
transition  services,  postsecondary
placement, and employment status of

mdwiduals — with  disabilities, 18

through 21 wyears of age, who are re-

cewving or have recewved special edu-
cation and related services under this

Act.

“(v) An adentification and report on
the placement of children with disabilities
by disability category.

“(b) NATIONAL ASSESSMENT.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall carry
out a national assessment of activities carried out

“(C) vmplementation of the professional de-
velopment activities assisted under this Act and
the wmpact on instruction, student academaic
achievement, and teacher qualifications to en-
hance the ability of special education teachers
and reqular education teachers to improve results
Jor children with disabilities; and

“(D) effectiveness of schools, local edu-
cational agencies, States, other recipients of as-
sistance under this Act, and the Secretary in
achieving the purposes of this Act by—

“(1) improving the academic achieve-
ment of children with disabilities and thewr
performance on reqular statewide assess-
ments as compared to nondisabled children,
and the performance of children with dis-
abilities on alternate assessments;

“(1n) 1mproving the participation of
children with disabilities in  the general

education curriculum;
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“(111) vmproving the transitions of chil-
dren with disabilities at natural transition
points;

“(w) placing and serving children with
dusabilities, including minority children, in
the least restrictive environment appro-
priate;

“(v) preventing children with disabil-
ities, especially children with emotional dis-

turbances and specific learning disabilities,

Sfrom dropping out of school;

“(v) addressing the reading and lit-
eracy needs of children with disabilities;

“(vi1) reducing the overidentification of
children, especially minority and limited
English proficient children, as having a dis-
ability;

“(vii) vmproving the participation of
parents of children with disabilities in the
education of their children; and

“(ix) resolving disagreements between
education personnel and parents through al-
ternate dispute resolution activities includ-
g mediation and voluntary binding arbi-

tration.
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“(4) INTERIM AND FINAL REPORTS.—The Sec-
retary shall submit to the President and the Con-
gress—

“(A) an interim report that summanrizes the
preliminary findings of the assessment not later
than 30 months after the date of the enactment
of the Improving Education Results for Children
With Disabilities Act of 2003; and

“(B) a final report of the findings of the as-
sessment not later than 5 years after the date of
the enactment of such Act.

“(b) REQUIRED AcTIVITIES.—FEach parent and com-

“(4) assist parents—

“(A) to better understand the nature of their
children’s disabilities and their educational, de-
velopmental, and transitional needs;

“(B) to communicate effectively and work
collaboratively with personnel responsible for
providing special education, early intervention,
transition services, and related services;

“(C) to participate in decistonmaking proc-
esses and the development of individualized edu-
cation programs under part B and individual-
wzed family service plans under part C;

“la) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may make grants
to, and enter into contracts and cooperative agreements
with, local parent organizations to support parent training
and information centers that will help ensure that under-
served parents of children with disabilities, including low-
mcome parents, parents of children with limited English
proficiency, and parents with disabilities, have the training
and information they need to enable them to participate

effectively in helping their children with disabilities—

maximum extent possible, those challenging standards
that have been established for all children; and

and

“(D) secondary school to postsecondary en-
vironments; and

“(7) promotion of alternative methods of dispute
resolution, including mediation and voluntary bind-
g arbitration.

“SEC. 675. TECHNOLOGY DEVELOPMENT, DEMONSTRATION,
AND UTILIZATION; AND MEDIA SERVICES.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall competitively
make grants to, and enter into contracts and cooperative
agreements with, eligible entities (as defined in section
662(b)) to support activities described in subsections (D)
and (c).

“(1) educational media activities that are de-
signed to be of educational value in the classroom set-
ting to children with disabilities;

“(2) providing video description, open cap-
tioning, or closed captioning of television programs,
videos, or other materials with an education-based
content for use in the classroom setting when such
services are not provided by the producer or dis-
tributor of such information, including programs and
materials associated with new and emerging tech-
nologies such as CDs, DVDs, wvideo streaming, and
other forms of multimedia;

SEC. 402. CONTINUATION OF FUNDING FOR COMMUNITY
PARENT AND RESOURCE CENTERS.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Sec-
retary of Education is authorized to use amounts made
avarlable for a fiscal year to carry out subpart 3 of part
D of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (as
added by section 401) to continue to provide funding under
grants made to, or contracts or cooperative agreements en-
tered into with, local parent organizations under section
683 of such Act (as such section was in effect on October

1, 2002).
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
